Reagan to meet the press 


WASHINGTON (R} — President Reagan is expected to face 
close questioning on the Middle East Tuesday night at his first 
formal press conference since 241 American Marines were killed 
in a bomb attack in Beirut on Oct- 23. Although Mr. Reagan 
answered questions from reporters in an informal 10-minute ses- 
sion last week, he has not held a formal press conference since 
Oct. 19. Tuesday’s conference at 0100 GMT follows the release of 
a congressional study that concluded the Beirut attack was at least 
partly due to “serious errors of judgment" by Marine Corps 
officers. The Lebanese situation, including conditions under 
which the 1, 800-man Marine force might be withdrawn, seems 
likely to dominate the session.

Prince Mou- 
lay Abdallah, who was bom on 
May 3 1 . 1935. was one of five chi- 
ldren of the late King Mohamm- 
ad V. In 1V5V he married Lamia 
Solh. daughter of former Leb- 
anese President Riad Solh. Except 
for a brief period as personal rep- 
resentative of the king the prince 
never played an active role in 
Moroccan politics. He is survived 
by his wife and a son. Prince Mou- 
lay Hicham. 

Egyptian fighters in 
Sudan, Ethiopia says 

ADDIS ABABA (R) — The off- 
icial Ethiopian News Agency 
(ENA; said Tuesday Egypt had 
sent Sudan tighter planes after a 
secret meeting in Cairo between 
the presidents of the two nei- 
ghbouring countries. The fighter 
planes' presence was believed to 
be “closely associated with the 
ongoing struggle inside Sudan.” 
ENA said, in an apparent ref- 
erence to secessionist strife in sou- 
thern Sudan. Sudan has accused 
Ethiopia and Libya of inv- 
olvement in the fighting but Eth- 
iopia says it is an internal Sud- 
anese problem in which Addis 
Ababa is taking no pan. 

Madrid disco 
owners detained 

MADRID l R; - A Spanish judge 
Tuesday ordered the detention of 
the five owners of a Madrid disco 
where 7‘> people were killed in a 
weekend fire. Coun officials said 
bail for the owners of the Alcala 
2u rock disco was fixed at 50 mil- 
lion pesetas I over 5300.0001 each, 
but no charges had been filed yet. 
Survivors of the blaze have said 
several exits were blocked when 
the fire broke out early on Sat- 
urday. 

Italian kidnap 
victims’ family 
seeks news blackout 

ROME (Rj — The owners of an 
international jewellery store chain 
told the kidnappers of two family 
members Tuesday they would 
deal with them and asked for a 
news blackout to protect the cap- 
tives' lives. The Bulgari and Cal- 
issoni families, who own the chain 
of exclusive Bulgari shops, issued 
their statement two days after the 
kidnappers sent them the severed 
ear of one of the captives. Giorgio 
Calissoni. 17. Giorgio and his 
mother. Anna Bulgari Calissoni. 
were abducted from their country 
villa near Rome on November 19.

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Arafat, loyalists set sail from Tripoli

TRIPOLI, North Lebanon — Palestinian 
leader Yasser Arafat and his supporters 
Tuesday sailed out of Tripoli after six months 
of fierce clashes with Syrian-backed Pal- 
estinian rebels opposed to his leadership. 


Tuesday' s evacuation also mar- 
ked a major turn in the Palestinian 
resistance movement which had 
its headquarters and fighters 
based in Lebanon. Last year, in 
the face of the Israeli invasion. 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PJLOl forces withdrew from their 
bases in southern Lebanon and 
were evacuated from Beirut after 
Israeli forces maintained a tight 
siege on the Lebanese capital. 

Their departure fromTripolion 
Tuesday also ended a six-week 
siege of the port city during which 
they were trapped by the rebels 
and repeatedly pounded by Israeli 
gunboats. 

The PLO chairman and about 
4.01 111 of his loyalist forces sailed 
out of Tripoli aboard a Greek fleet 
under the guard of French planes 
and warships. 

French protection 

As the fighters boarded the five 
Greek ships, leaving the land on 
which they had kept up armed str- 
uggle against Israel since the 60s. 
carrier-borne French fighters took 
to the air to guard them after 
high-flying jets, believed to be Isr- 
aeli warplanes, appeared three 
times and circled. the. city. . .. . 

Palestinian fighters opened up 
their anti-aircraft guns on the cir- 
cling planes twice during the six- 


hour boarding operation. Fighter 
jets from the French aircraft car- 
rier Clemenceau then took off to 
provide a protective umbrella 
over the port. 

The Greek ships each flew the 
United Nations Hag. symbolising 
U.N. protection for the eva- 
cuation. as they headed out to sea 
to join the wailing escort of five 
French Corvettes and the Cle- 
menceau. 

Palestinian fighters fired jub-- 
ilant volleys in the air as the first 
ship, the 3.467-ton Ionian Glory, 
docked at 9:30 a.m. (0730 GMT). 

Three other ships tied up at the 
same quay in quick succession and 
all four started taking on fighters 
simultaneously. Mr. Arafat's men 
smiled and flashed victory signs as 
they filed on board. 

Mr. Arafat's ship, the S. 1 67-ton 
passenger vessel Odysseas Olytis. 
was the second to sail. Palestinian 
flags and giant pictures of the PLO 
leader fluttered from its sides as it 
headed out to sea. 

500 may go to Iraq 

The destination of the fighters, 
leaving Lebanon after repeated 
clashes with their comrades who 
fought the Israelis together last 
year, was not-clearly- known.- • — 

PLO officials in Baghdad said 
Tuesday one of the ships was hea- 
ding for Cyprus where it would

loyalists were sailing for North 
Yemen and Algeria via Tunis, 
other reports said. 

On Saturday about a hundred 
fighters, who were injured in the 
clashes with the rebels-, were eva- 
cuated from Tripoli to Cyprus by 
the Italian hospital ship. Appiu. 
From Cyprus they were tra- 


nsferred to various destinations, 
including Egypt. 

France provided the naval esc- 
ort Tuesday at Greek government 
request after Israel refused to give 
a forrrtsti commitment ntit la har- 
ass the evacuation fleet and its 
gunboats twice shelled the har- 
bour in 12 hours. 


The Palestinians were originally 
due to leave Monday, but Mr. 
Arafat postponed the operation 
one day after the shelling. 

Despite the warplanes ove- 
rhead. the departing fighters fired 
jubilant volleys of automatic rifle 
fire into the air and flashed victory’ 
signs as they boarded the ships 
amid chaotic dockside scenes. 

Thousands of local inhabitants 
crowded the docks to wave far- 
ewell to the Palestinians. Women 
could be seen weeping in the 
crowd. 

One evacuee was a Briton. 
26-year-old lan Davison from 
South Shields, who said he had 
joined the fighters five weeks ago 
••because 1 wanted to help the Pal- 
estinians in a real way.” 

Many of the fighters were lea- 
ving Lebanon for the second time 
in just over 15 months. They were 
first shipped out in the U.S.- 
sponsored evacuation from Beirut 
of Mr. Arafat's men in August 
19X2. 

They said they had fought the 
Israeli invasion of Lebanon and 
returned to carry on the fight after 
being evacuated from Beirut when 
Israeli forces surrounded the Leb- 
anese capital. 

This time they have been driven 
from Mr. Arafat's last two bases in 
Lebanon, the Baddawi and Nahr 
A1 Bared refugee camps outside 
Tripoli, in bloody buttles with 
their former brothers in the PLO 
that cost at least 7ti«i dead and 
3.U0U wounded. 

Light weapons aboard 

The fighters boarded with their 
automatic rifles, some with baz- 
ookas slung over their backs. 

. ... .Others drove onto the ships in 
jeeps with recoilless titles or 
multiple-barrelled anti-aircraft 


guns mounted on them. Small 
trucks roared on board with car- 
goes of ammunition. 

Before the evacuation fleet ent- 
ered. a small vessel swept the har- 
bour waters for possible Israeli 
mines and a tugboat lowed away 
the still-blazing hulk of the Cyp- 
riot cargo boat My Charm, hit by 
Israeli shells on Sunday. 

Fishermen in small boats added . 
to ihe contusion by dropping hand 
grenades into the harbour, a tra- 
ditional Lebanese fishing tec- 
hnique. and netting the floating 
dead fish. 

Israeli gunboats that had pou- 
nded Tripoli almost nightly since 
Dec. V appeared to have wit- 
hdrawn as the evacuation was car- 
ried out. 

One of the Greek captains said 
none had been sighted during the 
overnight voyage from Cyprus to 
Tripoli. 

Only the aircraft overhead und- 
erlined Tel Aviv's anger that an 
international operation had been 
mounted to evacuate Vlr. Arafat's 
trapped forces under the pro- 
tection of the United Nations. 

‘No Israeli assurance' 

Israel has not given an ass- 
urance it would not attack the 
French naval ships escorting the 
evacuation flotilla, a French Ext- 
ernal Relations Ministry spo- 
kesman said in Paris. 

■'The Israelis have given no ass- 
urance that they will not fire at 
French ships." the spokesman 
said. 

He declined to say what Fra- 
nce's reaction would be in the 
event of such an attack.

Blast near Jerusalem wounds 2 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(Agencies! — Two people were 
injured, one of them seriously, by 
two Hand grenades which exp- 
loded near the entrance to a mos- 
que in an Arab village near Jer- 
usalem Tuesday, police said. 

The grenades blew up near a 
monastery adjoining the mosque 
in Al Azariya on the Jerusalem to 
Jericho highway marking the rep- 
uted spot occupied by the house of 
Lazarus, brought back from the 
dead by Jesus. 

Security sources said the gre- 
nades had been wired to go off 
later but apparently exploded 
ahead of time. 

If the grenades had exploded 
later casualties might have been 
heavy as the spot is a frequent 
point of call for pilgrims now pou- 


ring into Jerusalem and Bet- 
hlehem for the Christmas cel- 
ebrations. 

A number of explosions have 
recently occurred at Christian and 
Muslim sites in and around Jer- 
usalem. Security sources suggest 
they may have been the work of an 
extremist zealot Jewish und- 
erground organisation being sou- 
ght by the police. 

Police said the grenade at the 
mosque was hidden under a rug in 
the doorway to the building and 
the second grenade was under a 
pile of grass at the entrance to the 
monastery. 

A nun who was slightly wou- 
nded was sent home afteT first-aid 
treatment and the muezzin (Mus- 
lim clergy who proclaims hours of 
prayer from the minaret ) was exp- 


ected to leave a local hospital sho- 
rtly. hospital sources said. 

in the West Bank town of Nab- 
lus. a mololov cocktail was thrown 
at an Israeli army foot patrol. No 
injuries or damage were reported. 

Earlier this month, several att- 
empts of sabotage were carried 
out against Palestinians in the 
occupied territories. Most of the 
attacks were similar to that of 
Tuesday, and reports indicated 
they involved professional tra- 
ining. 

Several hand grenades were 
found and defused near Muslim 
and Christian sites. The hand gre- 
nades were of Israeli army issue, 
and some of their booby-traps 
were “professional” indicating 
specialised training of (he sab- 
oteurs. 


Syria blasts 
Mitterrand 

DAMASCUS (R) — Syria's state 
■radio Tuesday launched a bli- 
stering atiack on French president 
Francois Mitterrand as French 
ships escorted Palestinian leader 
Yasser Arafat's loyalists away 
from the Lebanese port of Tripoli. 

The commentary on Damascus 
Radio described the French aid 
for the evacuation as a plot to take 
the Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO) leader to Paris to 
meet “agents of an American sol- 
ution to the Middle East.” 

The radio accused Mr. Mit- 
terrand and turning his country 
away from “just policies" and 
making it subservient ro the U.S. 

It was one of the toughest Syr- 
ian media attacks on France since 
the aftermath of French air strikes 
on ShPite Muslim militiamen in 
Syrian-held areas of Lebanon last 
month. 

"Ever since coming to power. 
Mitterrand has been emphasising 
the leading role of America in the 
world, sharing affection for Israel 
and disregarding just policies 
adopted by previous French gov- 
ernments." the radio said. 

'Mitterrand changed French 
policies and turned them into pra- 
ctices of a puppet state that imp- 
lements American designs in the 
Middle East,” Damascus Radio 
charged. 

Under Mr.' Mitterrand, rel- 
ations between Syria and France 
have taken a slide from the good 
ties Damascus enjoyed with the 
government of Valery Giscard 
cTEstaing. 


‘U.S. committed to meet 
Israel’s military needs’ 


WASHINGTON (Agencies! — 
The United States is committed to 
meeting Israel's military needs 
and will make “its best effort” to 
meet the commitment, a U.S. spo- 
kesman said Monday. 

State Department Spokesman 
John Hughes, answering rep- 
orters' questions, said that the 
U.S. “commitment to Israel's qua- 
litative military edge in the region 
is well known." and the Reagan 
administration remains prepared 
to make its best effort, subject to 


congressional authorisation and 
appropriation, to meet Israel's 
military assistance needs. 

Mr. Hughes noted that the adm- 
inistration was still in the process 
of formulating budget aid figures 
for fiscal year 1985 and has not 
started consideration of specific 
figures for fiscal I9K6. 

Mr. Hughes had been asked 
about Israeli radio reports of a 
“secret agreement” to increase 
military aid. 


15 Israelis 
wounded in 
Sidon attack 


SIDON. Lebanon (Agencies! — 
A number of Israeli soldiers and 
five Lebanese civilians were inj- 
ured in three separate attacks on 
Israeli troops in southern Leb- 
anon Tuesday, eyewitnesses said. 

About 15 Israeli soldiers and 
five civilians were wounded in 
Sidon when gunmen hurled a hand 
grenade at an Israeli patrol in the 
main Riad Solh Street and then 
exchanged automatic weapons 
fire with them, eyewitnesses said. 

Israeli troops cordoned off the 
area and made several arrests, the 
eyewitnesses said. 

Inhabitants of the village of 
Ghaziych between Tyre and Sidon 
said at least one soldier was wou- 
nded and seen being taken away in 
an ambulance after an explosive 
device went of! nearby at noon. 

Israeli, forces detained 10 peo- 
ple in the area and closed the road, 
the villagers said. 

Earlier, a bomb explosion occ- 
urred near an Israeli position on 
the outskirts of Tyre, but no det- 
ails were immediately available. 

Lebanese national patriotic res- 
istance to Israel's occupation of 
South Lebanon witnesses esc- 
alation that makes it increasingly 
difficult for the occupation forces 
to strengthen their grip of the 
Lebanese south, the Jordanian 
News Agency.

Egyptian minister arrives 
in Amman for trade talks

AMMAN — An Egyptian trade 
delegation headed by Minister of 
Economy and Foreign Trade Mus- 
tapha Al Sa'eed arrived here Tue- 
sday to hold preliminary talks with 
Jordanian officials aimed at bol- 
stering bilateral trade and eco- 
nomic co-operation. 

Dr. Sa'eed was quoted as saying 
by the local press that his visit to 
Amman lies within the framework 
of Egypt's contacts with various 
Arab stales to bolster trade and 
economic co-operation with them 
and (hat he will conduct talks in 
Jordan aimed at signing of an agr- 
eement on promoting bilateral 
trade. 

Among the major topics to be 
discussed is EgyptV'consumption 
tax" imposed on Jordanian and 
other countries' products imp- 
orted to Egypt as well as inc- 
reasing the volume of bilateral 
trade, the transfer remittances 
earned by Egyptians living in Jor- 
dan and possible joint economic 
ventures that might be launched to 
serve both countries' interest. 

Reuters quoted an Arab Land 
Bank official us saying that the 
Egyptian minister, and the 15- 
member delegation will discuss 
Jordan's plans to give its nationals 
the majority ownership ol foreign 
banks here. 

He will also hold discussions 


with Jordanian officials on the 
future status of the Egyptian- 
owned Arab Land Bank which has 
a paid-up capital of JD 2 million. 

Dr. Sa'eed is carrying a message 
from Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak to His Majesty King 
Hussein. 

According to the Jordanian 
News Agency. Petra, possible 
exchange of Jordanian fertilisers 
tor Egyptian rice, bilateral co- 
operation in air transport and the 
opening of trade centres in each 
other s capitals, arc among topics 
the Egyptian minister will discuss 
with Jordanian officials. 

Egypt will also bring up the sub- 
ject of maritime (rude which ent- 
ails the shipping of goods from 
Egyptian ports to Aqaba where 
they can proceed to Gulf cou- 
ntries by land, according to the 
F.gyptian minister. 

He said that Egypt would like to 
carryout moves ut rebuild its fen- 
ces with the Arab World on both 
the political and the economic 
Iranis, and "Ihui is why l intend to 
make similar visits to Saudi Ara- 
bia and other Arab countries." 

* The delegation will represent 
the Egyptian ministries of eco- 
nomy. foreign affairs, trade and 
finance, according to a report in 
the Jordanian press Sunday. 

The lordanian side at the mee- 
tings will be led by Minister of 
Industry and Trade iValid Asfnur. 
Petra added. 


General Assembly deplores U.S. -Israel alliance 


UNITED NATIONS (R) - The 
General Assembly Monday cri- 
ticised recent accords between the 
United States and Israel and dem- 
anded that all states, particularly 
the United States, refrain from 
moves that would “support Isr- 
ael's war capabilities and con- 
sequently its aggressive acts.” ) 

The resolution, sponsored by I y 
Arab and African countries, was 
adopted by an 81-27 vole with 29 
abstentions. 

ft was among a series of Middle 
East resolutions adopted during a 
noisy night session. 

Its preamble said the assembly 
was “deeply aware that the recent 
reported agreements" following 
the November 1981 
orandum of understanding" bet- 
ween the United States and Israel 
“will increase Israel's int- 
ransigence and its war potential 
and escalate its expansionist and 


annexationist policies." 

Arab and Iranian rep- 
resentatives several times int- 
errupted Israeli Ambassador 
Yehuda Blum on points of order 
when he noted that all the drafts 
dealt with the Arab- Israel dispute 
while ignoring the Iran-Iraq war 
and other conflicts in the region. 

Iran had originally sponsored 
an even tougher resolution con- 
demning the “recent United 
States-lsraeli co-ordinated agg- 
ression" in the Middle East. 

But the Iranian delegation did 
not press it to a vote e'en though it 
-said the Arab-African draft cov- 
ering some of the same ground 
was far from satisfactory. 

Israel ‘not peace loving’ 

Another resolution adopted by 
an 84-24 vote with 31 abstentions 


said Israel’s record, policies and 
actions confirmed it was “not a 
peace-loving member slate." 

It called on all countries to sever 
diplomatic, trade and cultural rel- 
ations with the Jewish state and to 
isolate it in all fields. 

By 137 votes to one (Israel) 
with three abstentions (the United 
States. Dominican Republic. Gua- 
temala). the assembly declared 
that Israel’s 198(1 decision to imp- 
ose its laws, jurisdiction and adm- 
inistration on Jerusalem was null 
and void. 

h deplored the transfer by some 
states of their diplomatic missions 
to the Holy City. 

Censures on Israel 

A further resolution, adopted 
I HI -IS with 20 abstentions, dep- 
lored Israel's failure to comply 
with decisions of the Security 


Council and the General Ass- 
embly, 

It said the 1981 U-S,- Israel str- 
ategic co-operation agreements, 
“together with the recent acc- 
ords... would encourage Israel ro 
pursue its aggressive and exp- 
ansionist policies and practices." ’ 

Another draft, approved by 
121-1 (Israel was the only dis- 
senting vote) with 2(1 abstentions, 
condemned the seizure by the Isr- 
ael army ni Palestinian archives 
during its occupation of Beirut 
and demanded their return. 

Israel says it has already ret- 
urned the files taken last year from 
the Palestine Research Centre, 
which it charged was used to pro- 
duce anti-Israel propaganda and 
to collect intelligence. 

Angry exchanges 

. During angry exchanges before 


the voting, an Iranian rep- 
resentative called the Israeli 
envoy the "extended arm of the 
filthy American imperialism in the 
region.” adding: “He should be 
removed as a cancerous tumour." 

The assembly president. Jorge 
lllueca of Panama, appealed to 
delegates to “help us conduct 
debates within the order est- 
ablished for parliamentary bod- 
ies." 

Stephen Solarz. a congressman 
■from New York serving with the 
U.S. delegation, objected that the 
Iranian's remarks were an imp- 
ermissible personal attack on the 
Israeli delegate. 

The Syrian delegate then raised 
a point of order, saying: “There 
are attempts on the part of the 
American representative to gain 
theJewish vote in this hall through 
the representative of hraeL*’

BAGHDAD (Agencies) — U.S. 
Middle Easi envoy Donald Rum- 
sfeld left Baghdad Tuesday after 
delivering a written message from 
President Ronald Reagan to Iraqi 
President Saddam Hussein, the 
Iraqi News Agency (INAl said. 

It said the message concerned 
bilateral relations, the situation in 
the region and U.S. efforts to ach- 
ieve peace and stability in Leb- 
anon. 

Mr. Rumsfeld arrived here 
Monday on (he first visit by a sen- 
ior American official in 1 6 years 
and immediately went into talks 
with Iraqi Deputy Prime Minister 
and Foreign Minister Tareq Aziz. 

Reporting on Tuesday's mee- 
ting of the U.S. envoy with the 
Iraqi president, the Iraqi agency 
said President Hussein “res- 
ponded to rhe U.S. wish to con- 
tinue contacts between officials of 
both countries in order to reach a 
better understanding of their pos- 
itions on the problems of the reg- 
ion and international issues of 
common interest." 

Some observers here said this 
might signal progress towards a 
resumption of diplomatic rel- 
ations between the two countries, 
severed by Iraq during the 1967 
Arab- Israeli war. 

In Washington. Slate Dep- 
an meat spokesman John Hughes 
said he was not able lo discuss the 
nature of Mr. Rumsfeld's talks m 
Baghdad. “He was in Beirut. Riy- 
adh and Cairo over the weekend." 
the spokesman said. 

When reporters asked Mr. 
Hughes to characterise the sig- 
nificance of Mr. Rumsfeld's visit 
to Iraq, he replied: “ He has gone 
(here in connection with his man- 
date." 

Mr. Hughes said Mr. Rumsfeld 
was in Baghdad “in pursuit of the 
president's overall goals in the 
Middle East, and Iraq clearly is 
involved jn the Middle East." 

Despite ‘the absence of dip- 
lomatic relations, there were sev- 
eral high-level contacts between 
thc-two sides this year.

\lr. Arafat's continued pop- 
ularity among Palestinians was 
underlined during the Tripoli 
siege when inhabitants ot a nearby 
refugee camp, from w hich his men 
had been driven by the Syrian- 
backed rebels in fierce fighting, 
strongly protested at the sight of 
the arriving rebel leaders and for- 
ced them to flee the area. 

Arafat loyalist spokesmen also 
scored points in the propaganda 
was when they pointed out the 
irony of being driven out of Tripoli 
by Syrian-backed rebels just us 
they were driven out of Beirut last 
year by the Israeli army. 

That point was rammed home 
when Israeli gunboats shelled Mr. 
Arafat's men in Tripoli as they 
stood with their backs to the sea. 
surrounded on land by the rebels 
and Syrians. 

Mr. Arafat seized the chance to 
upstage the Syrians and rebels by 
immediately calling on them to 
stop splitting the Palestinian mov- 
ement and help him fight off the 


Israeli gunboats. 

But although Mr. Arafat's sup- 
porters are confident he will re- 
establish himself as Palestinian 
leader, they answer with vague 
generalities when asked how his 
reduced PLO can continue mil- 
itary actions against Israel after 
losing its Lebanese bases, its last in 
the so-called frontline states. 

Diplomats in Damascus say the 
Syrian government has been hop- 
ing the rebels would overthrow 

Mr. Arafat from Fateh and the 
PLO. But Palestinian sources in 
the Syrian capital, where many of 
the rebel leaders arc based, des- 
cribe Mr. Arafat as stubborn and 
predict that he will not give in eas- 
ily. 

The sources said that if Mr. Ara- 
fat gets out of Tripoli safely, his 
chances of survival as Palestinian 
leader arc strong. 

The rebels are firmly against t he 
convening of the Palestine Nat- 
ional Council, saying it would 
deepen the split within the mov- 
ement. but the Palestinian sources 
said the rebels' real fear was that 
the council w ould overwhelm ingly 
support Mr. Arafat.

Turkish-Cypriots maintain stand but 
want friendship with Greek sector 


NICOSIA < R , - The new 
Turkish-Cypriot administration in 
Cyprus, appointed after the Tur- 
kish sector’s widely-spurned dec-, 
laration of independence last 
month, said Tuesday it offered 
peace and - friendship to Greek 
Cypriots. - 1 

Prime Minister Nejat Konuk. 
announcing his government's pro- 
gramme to the new state's con- 
stituent assembly, said: "We ext- 
end the hand of peace and fri- 
endship to the Greek-Cypriot 
people." 

We want to emphasise that all 
disputes between the two peo- 
ples... can and should be solved in 
a fair and lasting way through pea- 
ceful talks on the basis of equ- 
ality.” he said. 

He repeated his government's 
commitment to peace efforts by 
U.N. Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar, saying dis- 
cussions should continue under 
the secretary-general's auspices. 

The Greek-Cypriot gov- 
ernment. recognised int- 
ernationally as the legitimate adm- 
inistration of the whole island, has 
said it will not enter into talks with 


the Turkish sector unless ind- 
ependence is revoked. 

Mr. Konuk said the new state 
was formed through the legitimate 
and irresistible aspirations of the 
Turkish-Cypriot people and 
would "contribute to the pre- 
servation of peace in the world, in 
the Mediterranean and in our reg- 
ion". 

He said efforts would be made 
to secure loans and technical aid 
from international organisations 
and that legations would be ope- 
ned abroad for this purpose. 

Since the island was split by the 
Turkish invasion of 1 474. the 
Turkish sector has received only 
small amounts of foreign aid. 

It relies on mainland Turkey, 
the only country to recognise the 
new republic, for financing about 
70 per cent of its budget. 

"The bridges of friendship and 
understanding with Turkey. Tur- 
kish Cypriots’ only guarantor, will 
be reinforced." Mr. Konuk said. 
The mainly Muslim Turkish Cyp- 
riots would also seek to improve 
ties with Islamic countries, he 
added. 

He said the new state would buy 


its own passenger plane. Cur- 
rently. it relies on Turkish Airlines 
for all air links with the outside 
world. 

Meanwhile, the Com- 
mynwealth, is,, to use quiet dip- 
lomacy in an attempt to resolve 
problems created by the 
Turkish-Cypriot proclamation, 
according to a statement made at 
the United Nations Monday. 

U.N. Secretary -Gene rai Javier 
Perez de Cuellar issued the sta- 
tement after talking to foreign 
ministers of five Commonwealth 
nations, directed by their heads of 
state and government at a recent 
meeting in New Delhi to review 
with him the question of Cyprus, a 
member of the Commonwealth. 

Australia. Guyana. India. Nig- 
eria and Zambia sent their rep- 
resentatives to New York to see 
Mr. Perez de Cuellar following 
condemnation by the U.N. Sec- 
urity Council of the Nov. 15 ind- 
ependence move, which the world 
body has declared illegal. 

The statement said the min- 
isters expressed their intention to 
support Mr. Perez de Cuellar’s 
efforts.

Their official line was that they 
did not wish to appear to be taking 
sides in the inter-Palestinian dis- 
pute.

BAHRAIN tRl — Kuwait has 
tightened enny procedures for 
most non-nationals following a 
wave of bomb attacks in the Gulf 
state on Dec. 12. a spokesman for 
the Kuwaiti embassy here said 
Tuesday. 

The spokesman told Reuters 
(hat Kuwaiti embassies had been 
instructed by the government to 
reject all visa applications from 
Tuesday until further notice. 
Embassies normally issued req- 
uested visas within 24 hours. 

"We have been instructed not 
to issue any visas or accept any 
applications, effective from today, 
until further notice. Any person 
wanting to visit Kuwait must now 
apply directly to the Kuwait gov- 
ernment and await foreign min- 
istry approval before a visa is iss- 
ued." he said. 

He said the measure did not 
apply to nationals of other Gulf 
Cooperation Council tGCC- sta- 


tes, who could still enter freely. 
The council groups Saudi Arabia, 
Kuwait Qatar. Oman. Bahrain 
and the United Arab Emirates.

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Local shipping firm 
to boost lines, fleet

AMMAN — The Jordanian Nat- 
ional Shipping Lines Company 
(JNSL) and the United Arab Shi- 
pping Company (UASC J Tuesday 
signed an agreement on org- 
anising the transportation of 
goods to Aqaba and the Gulf 
ports. 

Under the agreement, which 
was signed here, the JNSL will be 
responsible for the transportation 
of imports from northern Europe 
bound for Jordan through the port 
of Aqaba — a practice formerly 
carried out by the JASC. acc-. 
ording to JNSL board Chairman 
AJi Khasawneh. 

He told the Jordan Times that 
the JNSL. which owns four fre- 
ighters. will handle the job. How- 
ever. he said, the company plans 
to purchase several more ships 
which will operate mainly bet- 
ween Europe and Aqaba. 


In the meantime, we will con- 
tinue to cooperate with UASC by 
■ giving them priority in tra- 
nsporting our goods to Aqaba if 
our company cannot handle the 
job at the time. Mr. Khasawneh 
said. 

The agreement is designed to 
boost the operations of the Arab 
companies and to reduce dep- 
endency on foreign companies. 

The four Jordanian freighters 
— Badr, Mu’ta. Hittin and Kar- 
ameh. will have very little com- 
petition in their operations and. 
when the fleet is enlarged, it is 
hoped lhat our company will enter 
other areas of operation. Mr. Kha- 
sawneh pointed out. 

The UASC is owned by Kuwait. 
Saudi Arabia and other Gulf cou- 
ntries and has a wide range ope- 
rations on the high seas, so our 
company expects to benefit a 
great deal from cooperating with 
it. Mr. Khasawneh said. 


Suheimat returns after 
transport meeting in Iraq 

AMMAN (Petraj — Minister of Transport Aii Suheimat and an 
accompanying delegation returned to Amman Monday evening after 
a two-day visit to Iraq during which they held talks with Iraqi Min- 
ister of Transport and Communications Abdul Jabbar Abdul Rah- 
eem and other senior officials. 

The two sides discussed ways of promoting cooperation between 
the two countries in various transport fields, and agreed to continue 
efforts and contacts to further the common interests of the two 
peoples.

spirit

AMMAN — Celebrated Fla- 
menco guitarist Victor Monge 
“Serranito" is now in Jordan to 
play to audiences at the Royal 
Cultural Centre Tuesday and 
Wednesday evenings at 8:00 p.m. 
On the eve of his first per- 
formance, the Jordan Times car- 
ried out this interview with "Ser- 
ranito" 

Q: You performed for the first 
lime in Jordan 13 months ago. 
What has prompted this second 
visit? 

A: After all. it has been 13 
months. I found the audiences 
here very receptive to Flamenco 
music. 

Q: What do you think about Arab 
influences in Flamenco music? 

A: Andalusia, where Flamenco 
springs from, is full of Moorish inf- 
luences. Flamenco was there bef- 
ore the Moors arrived... but the 
word Flamenco itself is derived 
from an Arabic word. Falah. 
meaning peasant. 

Q: What son of people like Fla- 
menco best in Spain? 

A: All sorts. Young and old, wor- 
kers and intellectuals. You can 
hear Flamenco in bars, but it is not 
popular music. The audiences are 
dedicated and small. 

Q: What do you have to say about 
“rock flamenco?" 

A: All kinds of things pass off as 
Flamenco. Visitors to Spain are 
told, or think, that they are now 
listening to good Flamenco; but 
what they hear may not be even 
remotely Flamenco. 

Q: Do you regard yourself as a 
true Andalusian? 

A: I come from Madrid. But yes. in 
spirit, I belong to the music and 
the region it comes from. 

Q: Have you been influenced by 
Andalusian poetry? 

A: Yes. By Federico Garcia Lorca, 
and other poets, because they 
come from the people. So do I. 
Q: How do you feel about your 
childhood? 

A: 1 was born after the Spanish 
Civil War. in I 942. but we all felt 
its effects, very badly. My father 
fought in the Republican army 
against Franco. Everybody in the 
family survived the years aft- 
erwards. but it was hard. 

Q: And now, after all these years, 
do you feel bitter about it? 

A: No. The music cheers me up. 
Q: Do you know that cassette rec- 
ordings of your music are ava- 
ilable in Amman? 

A: Really? J had no idea. I would 
like to get one for myself. 

Q: Do you prefer to play your own 
compositions above others? 

A: It makes no difference, as long 
as they are good compositions. 

Q: Where else in the world have 
you found good audiences? 

A; In Japan, and in Eastern Eur- 
ope and I expect in India too 
which is my next destination. 

Q: What other interests do you 
have? 

A; I play tennis. 

Q: What do you think of Julio Igl- 

esias? 

A* There are better singers in 


Spain, but not so famous outside. 
Q: In a Flamenco song, how imp- 
ortant is the singer? 

A: The most important. The voice 
comes first; the guitar, and the 
dancer, come second. But you can 
produce the quality of the voice 
through the guitar. 

Q: You maintain that Flamenco 
music is heading in new directions. 
Where are you heading yourself? 
A: With the music, of course. I 
plan to live the same life as now. 
performing, composing, teaching 
and travelling.

Former detainees repeat backing for Arafat

AMMAN — A number of the 
Palestinian detainees released by 
the Israeli authorities in an exc- 
hange deal between Israel and 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) and who arrived here 
Monday, reiterated their support 
for PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat. 

In interviews conducted by the 
Arabic daily newspaper AJ Ra'i 
with several of the 43 former det- 
ainees. they condemned “the con- 
spiracy perpetrated by Arab 
hands against the PLO." 

They were referring to recent 
fighting in Tripoli, north Lebanon, 
between supporters of Mr. Arafat 
and Syrian-backed Palestinian 
rebels which forced the former 
and 4.000 of his supporters to 
leave the area. 

Mr. Adnan Jaber. who was det- 
ained on Sept. 13, 1 980 for par- 
ticipating in a commando ope- 
ration against the Israeli army, 
expressed his full support for Mr. 
Arafat. 

Democracy not gnns 

“ We condemn resorting to guns 
to resolve Palestinian dif- 
ferences." he said. “Palestinians 
should invoke democratic means 
to solve any problems and eva- 
luate any mistakes." he added. 

Mr. Taiseer Abdullah, a 35 
year-old Palestinian who has 
spent 1 6 years in Israeli prisons on 
a similar charge, described recent 
events in Tripoli as “a conspiracy 
designed by certain Arab circles 
which used Abu Musa's group as a 
Palestinian tool." 

Abu Musa (Col. Said Musa) is 


one of the leaders of rebellion 
movement within Fateh, the big- 
gest PLO faction, led by Mr. Ara- 
fat. 

Mr. Abdullah, who spent 14 
years in the notorious prison of 
Askalan. strongly denounced 
what he called “the bypassing of 
the legitimate frameworks" by the 
Fateh rebels and the bom- 
bardment of AJ Baddawi and 
Nahr A 1 Bared refugee camps in 
North Lebanon. 

** A1 Baddawi camp is not an Isr- 
aeli military settlement to be pou- 
nded with heavy artillery and roc- 
kets. he said. Guns should be fired 
only against the Zionist enemy", 
he said. 

Inhuman condition 

The former detainees also des- 
cribed the “inhuman Israeli tre- 
atment" of the Palestinian pri- 


soners. 

Mr. Jaber. who was arrested 
during the execution of a com- 
mando operation against the Isr- 
aeli army, described conditions 
“in the Nazi Israeli jails’' as aiming 
“to physically exterminate the pri- 
soners" 

Mr. Abdullah said that torture 
excercised against Palestinians in 
'Israeli prisons is not confined to 
physical torture. 

“The Israelis practice psy- 
chological torture and intellectual 
terrorism to expunge the soul of 
national consistauce from the Pal- 
estinian people.” he said. 

Both men. however, said that 
“Israeli terrorism" has failed to 
achieve its purpose and that Pal- 
estinian prisoners have tra- 
nsformed the prisons into “sch- 
ools of nationalism and pat- 
riotism." 


Gifts mark anniversary 


AMMAN (Petra) — On the occ- 
asion of Prophet Mohammad's 
birthday anniversary the Zakat. 
Fund Directorate has distributed 
gifts containing food and woollen 
blankets to needy families in Taf- 
ila. Mafraq and the Baq'a camp. 

Also the Directorate of 


Woman's Affairs at the Ministry 
of Awqaf and Islamic Affairs has 
distributed gifts to sick children at 
the Military Hospital here. It will 
also distribute similar gifts to orp- 
hans and the handicapped in the 
capital within the coming few 
days. 


Arab chamber talks discussed 


AMMAN (Petra) — A joint mee- 
ting of the Amman Chambers of 
Commerce and Industry Monday 
discussed at the Amman Chamber 
of Commerce arrangements for 
the pan-Arab conference of cha- 
mbers of commerce and industry 
to be held in Jordan next April. 

The two chambers also dis- 


cussed prospects for activating 
trade centres abroad to increase 
Jordanian exports and create bet- 
ter opportunities for Jordanian 
industries. - ■ 


Unemployment to worsen 
in 1984, says Abdul Jaber

AMMAN — Jordan will see clearer cases of une- 
mployment in the forthcoming year. Under- 
secretary of the Ministry of Labour Taysir Abdul 
Jaber said Monday. 


In an interview with the Jordan 
Times. Dr. Abdul Jaber said: 
“Although there have been some 
figures about Jordanian job see- 
kers, we still do not feel that une- 
mployment is a serious problem 
now. But very soon, maybe next 
year, it could become increasingly 
so. 

“In order to avoid such a pro- 
blem. we. as many countries do. 
are trying to limit the number of 
unemployed foreign workers who 
simply do not have jobs or who 
have finished their contracts in 
Jordan", he added. 

Almost one quarter of the total 
workforce in Jordan consists of 
foreigners, he said adding that 
foreign labour is estimated to total 
120.000 in all sectors out of a 
workforce of about 500.000 peo- 
ple in Jordan. 

“I believe the Ministry of Lab- 
our. with other government age- 
ncies. should follow a strict policy 
on importing foreign labour." said 
Dr. Abdul Jaber. “We have to 
organise the labour market in a 
different way.” 

Concerning Egyptian workers 
who are not required to obtain 
work or residence permits, the 
labour under-secretary said; “1 
think this policy has to be rec- 
onsidered because of its impact on 
the jobs pool in Jordan. 

Because of the lower salaries 
they (the Egyptians » arc acc- 
epting. they wiD undercut Jor- 
danians in almost every job ava- 
ilable." 

According to Dr. Abdul Jaber. 
the economic conditions in Jordan 
has changed when compared to 
the late 1 970s and the early 1 9 Kite. 
This is due to the economic slo- 
wdown in the region and its impact 
on Jordan, he said. 

Due to the allocation of less 
funds for projects than was ori- 
ginally envisaged in the dev- 
elopment plan, the need for wor- 
kers is less, than was expected. 


“With the lower investment in 
the I98I-I9K5 five-year-plan and 
the slower rate of economic act- 
ivity in Jordan, there will be much 
'less need for foreign workers." 
Dr. Abdul Jaber said. He added 
that “accordingly we are revising 
our regulations towards foreign 
workers.” 

The ministry is considering 
adopting a list of measures in 
order to revise the regulations 
concerning foreign labourers, 
something which is expected to be 
implemented early next month. 

There are two categories of for- 
eign workers in Jordan according 
to Dr. Abdul Jaber. In the first 
category are those who come to 
Jordan on contract with a specific 
company. Some of these workers 
tend to stay on in Jordan and acc- 
ept another job but with lower 
wages. 

It is also profitable for the con- 
tractors who brought them to Jor- 
dan in the first place, to discharge 
them here so as to avoid paying 
the return air tickeL. 

The other category are those 
foreign workers who come to 
work in the field of agriculture. 
After arriving in Jordan some of 
these workers shift to other sec- 
tors of the economy. 

In both these categories the for- 
eign workers compete with Jor- 
danian workers who arc seeking 
employment in similar occ- 
upations. 

“We do not accept that any one 
should be permitted to transfer 
(Tom agriculture to any other sec- 
tor." said Dr. Abdul Jaber. 
“Those who come to work in agr- 
iculture should stay in that sector 
or they must leave the country." 

According to the under- 
secretary. next year’s government 
budget will have less job openings 
in Jordan. Apart from the skilled 
and unskilled workers who will be 
seeking jobs there will be a laige , 
influx of university, community

college and secondary school gra- 
duates onto the labour market. 

Jordan is one of the few exa- 
mples in the world where we have 
a two-way flow of migrant labour. 
Dr. Abdul Jaber said. 

Eighty-five per cent of our 
manpower abroad is concentrated 
in the Arab Gttlf countries, he exp- 
lained. These, according to the 
under-secrctary. are not con- 
sidered as part of a brain drain. 
“We consider it as a sign of hea- 
lthy cooperation." 

According to the information 
available at the Ministry of Lab- 
our. there is a noticeable per- 
centage of women graduates from 
universities and community col- 
leges who are seeking emp- 
loyment. 

For example among those reg- 
istered as architects for jobs in the 
civil service commission. 62 per 
' cent are women, he said. 

"We have to devise a special 
programme to Help women obtain 
employment because of this not- 
iceable increase in demand." Dr. 
Abdul Jaber said, adding that 
"this tendency will become a pat- 
tern in the coming years.”

WTFH FLO Chairman Yasser Arafat and his supporters sai- 
ling out of Tripoli Tuesday yet another exodus is forced upon 
the Pal estinians , away from their families, their homes and 
their cause. The bitter irony this time is of course that the 
Palestinians' departure from Lebanon was brought about by 
none other than Arab and Palestinian “brothers’* supposedly 
dedicated to the people and their cause. 

*iVhat Arafat’s exodus to Tunis signifies is important, but not 
enough so today: The story of his struggle against the Syrians 
and Fellow Palestinians is too long to tell in a few words. But, be 
the story as it may. the man and his loyalists are out safely, and 
■hat is what matters most now. 

France and Greece deserve to be especially thanked and 
praised for their prominent role and assistance in evacuating 
the Palestinian lighters from their siege to a place where the 
struggle can be continued for Palestinian rights and true ide- 
ntity. Without French and Greek support and help, the Pal- 
estinian cause could have suffered a setback even bigger than 
nay wrought by Israel against the Palestinian struggle since 
<<M3. 

The Israelis, by constantly bombarding Tripoli port and 
threatening to attack the Palestinian fighters on their way out 
Tom there, thought they would deprive Arafat from a hero’s 
departure or that they would keep the world guessing on the 
future of the Palestinian leader and his men. The Israelis also 
thought that through a new aggression against the fighters they 
could express their anger at the U.N. for offering its flag 
protection to the Palestinians and at the Greek and French 
governments’ help to the PLO chairman. But no. What the 
Israelis did was only characteristic of their real intentions and 
history — as no-one could possibly fail to understand the 
message that Israeli Premier Shamir was trying to convey in his 
interview with Austrian Television on Monday. “The PLO is 
our biggest enemy,” Shamir stressed, and it was all too evident 
■vSrnl his gunboats tried to achieve during their bombardment 
of Tripoli, before and following his words. 

The new Palestinian exodus cannot truly be claimed as a 
victory for any one.

THE UNITED NATIONS 
has once again been trying to 
fulfil its role as world pea- 
cekeeper by assisting the eva- 
cuation of PLO forces from 
Tripoli. But when U.S. Senator 
Charles Percy, chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, questions the abi- 
lity of a U.N. peace-keeping 
force in Lebanon, as opposed 
to the NATO-sponsored 
Multi-national Force, and 
when even the U.N. Secretary 
General. Javier Perez de Cue- 
llar. tells the General Ass- 
embly the Security Council is 
becoming "increasingly imp- 
otent" because of inadequate 
support from member states, 
one has to wonder about the 
effectiveness of the United 
Nations today compared to its 


conception 38 years ago. 

I spent three years as a cor- 
respondent to the United Nat- 
ions. During that time. I was in 
turn both privileged and dis- 
mayed to witness various eve- 
nts of world history in the mak- 
ing. There is no question in my 
mind that the power of the Uni- 
ted Nations in enforcing res- 
olutions and stemming wars 
and revolutions is extremely 
limited, if not totally ine- 
ffective. The United Nations 
has often been instrumental in 
initiation of peace efforts; unf- 
ortunately rarely sucessful in 
achieving a lasting solution to 
any conflict. 

The U.N.. in countless ses- 
sions of the General Assembly 
and the Security Council, as 
well as special committees has 


not been able to halt the war 
raging between Iraq and Iran 
since September. 1980. The 
fourth and latest Security Cou- 
ncil resolution related to this 
crisis adopted in November, 
called for an immediate end to 
the war and affirmed the right 
of free navigation and com- 
merce in International waters. 
But Iran's U.N. envoy Said 
Khorassani promptly rejected 
the resolution, saying at a press 
conference the Security Cou- 
ncil has "no creditability wha- 
tsoever." 

"We think we’re not going to 
listen to the Security Council 
anymore." he added rhe- 
torically. 

Although it has censured 
Israel in numerous resolutions, 
in both the Security Council 
and the General Assembly for. 
among other things, its est- 
ablishment of illegal set- 
tlements on Lhe West Bank and 
Gaza: for proclaiming Jer- 
usalem as its capital; for its des- 
truction of an Iraqi nuclear fac- 
ility; for its deportation of Pal- 
estinian mayors and citizens 
and for its invasion and sub- 
sequent destruction of much of 
Beirut and southern Lebanon. 
Israel has defiantly ignored the 
world body’s directives. Last 
week Israeli Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir and Cabinet 


Secretary Dan Mcridor pub- 
licly condemned the U.N. dec- 
ision to allow Arafat and his 
troops to leave Tripoli on ships 
flying the U.N. flag. 

Israel's deliberate mockery 
of international law has ang- 
ered many U.N. members, inc- 
luding some Western nations, 
so much so that they have 
begun (and discarded. largely 
due to volatile U.S. opposition ) 
efforts to "kick Israel out" of 
the U.N. for violation of the 
U.N.’s charter. 

In the 1 97(Ts the U.N. voted 
sanctions against South Africa 
for its refusal to comply with 
the principles of the U.N. Cha- 
rter. 

In an uneasy parallel, the 
U.N. Special Committee aga- 
inst Apartheid issued a report 
last month citing "increasing 
evidence of extensive col- 
laboration between Israel and 
South Africa in the military 
and nuclear fields." The report 
stressed the alliance between 
Israel and Sooth Africa rep- 
resents an "inescapable cha- 
llenge" to the U.N. 

In Poland, in the Soviet 
Union invasion of Afg- 
hanistan; in the American 
“rescue" invasion of Grenada; 
in Northern Cyprus' unilateral 
declaration of independence; 


in flagrant human rights vio- 
lations in Soutb America in 
none of these instances has the 
UJM. been able to achieve Hs 
primary aims. 

s' In fact, most of the United 
Nations’ redeeming qualities 
lie in its refugee relief pro- 
grammes, such as United Nat- 
ions Relief and Work Agency 
for Palestine Refugees 
(UNRWA | in Jordan and - in 
providing a forum as a basis for 
constructive dialogue con- 
cerning the latest "hotspot” 
developments and calling 
world attention, however bri- 
efly. to that country’s plight. 

But is anyone really paying 
attention to the ever- widening 
cracks in the U.N.’s fou- 
ndation? One Western dip- 
lomat has complained privately 
that trying to achieve any mea- 
sure of significant action at the 
U.N. is “like hitting your head 
against a brick wall." 

Another diplomat likened 
the U.N. aggressor relationship 
to that of parent and child. "In 
the most simplistic terms, the 
U.N. General Assembly tells 
the aggressor, "we have dis- 
cussed this matter and decided 
what you are doing is wrong 
and we are very mad at you. 
Stop this at once!"

USSR seeks better ties with Gulf states

KUWAIT - The Soviet Union is 
quietly working towards est- 
ablishing closer ties with those 
Arab Gulf states increasingly cri- 
tical of U.S. Middle East policy, 
although Western diplomats say 
they still have some way to go. 

Of the six Gulf Cooperation 
Council tGCC:- states. Saudi Ara- 
bia. Kuwait, the United Arab 
Emirates (UAE-. Bahrain. Oman 
and Qatar, only Kuwait has dip- 
lomatic relations with Moscow. 

"Bui we think the other Gulf 
states will come to the view that 
formal diplomatic relations wiih 
the Soviet Union will serve their 
own interests." the Soviet amb- 
assador to Kuwait. Pogos Ako- 
pov. told Reuters as a Soviet trade 
mission visited the UAE for the 
first time. 

Western diplomats say Gulf sta- 
tes. traditionally close to Was- 
hington. have been embarrassed 
by recent U.S. air raids on Syrian 
position in Lebanon and a U.S.-

Israeli strategic pact announced 
last month. 

Kuwait, which has had dip- 
lomatic ties with Moscow since 
i l >63 as well as with China and 
other Eastern European states, 
has been the most openly critical 
of U.S. policy in the Middle East, 
they said, and would like other 
Gulf states to improve lies with 
Moscow to balance superpower 
presence in the region. 

Kuwait is the only country to 
buy arms from Moscow, and its 
Defence Minister. Sheikh Salem 
Al Sabah, last month accepted an 
invitation to visit the Soviet 
Union. 

But the diplomats said ihcy for- 
esaw no immediate move by the 
other Gulf states, all staunchly 
anti-CommunisL to exchange 
ambassadors with either Moscow’ 
or Peking. 

A Gulf tour last week by the 
Saudi Arabian Foreign Minister. 
Prince Saud Al Faisal, did fuel 
fresh press speculation that Riy- 
adh was consulting its Gulf allies 
about diplomatic relations with 


Moscow in retaliation for the 
U.S.-lsraeli accord. 

The UAE newspaper Al Fajr 
(dawn) quoted Arab diplomatic 
sources as saying high-level con- 
sultations among Gulf states were 
now entering a "decisive stage"., 
although Gulf officials later den- 
ied such a move was planned. 

Last month. Kuwaiti new- 
spapers said a GCC summit mee- 
ting in Doha had considered for- 
mal diplomatic relations with 
Moscow. Gulf officials denied 
these reports, too. 

However, the head of the Soviet 
delegation to the LTAE. N.E. 
Mardoniev. a vice-president of the 
Soviet Chamber of Commerce, 
told Reuters in Dubai that Mos- 
cow did plan to establish a trade 
office in the Emirates and later 
diplomatic relations. 

Mr. Akopov, who has served as 
a diplomat in the Middle East for 
25 years, said the Soviet Union 
saw commerce as a way of rei- 
nforcing diplomatic links. 

There was. he told Reuters, no 
obstacle to the establishment of 
diplomatic relations between 


Moscow and the other Gulf states. 
**but we do not insist.” 

Mr. Akopov said the Soviet 
Union and Gulf states agreed on a 
number of foreign affairs issues, 
citing Moscow’s views on the Pal- 
estinian problem, which he said 
did not differ from the Arab Mid- 
dle East plan announced after a 
summit meeting in Fez. Morocco, 
last year. 

The plan, rejected by IsraeL 
proposes the creation of an ind- 
ependent Palestinian state in Isr- 
aeli occupied Arab lands. 

But Afghanistan remains a 
major source of disagreement, 
with the Gulf states calling for 
Soviet withdrawal from the cou- 
ntry. 

Oman’s Minister of Inf- 
ormation. Abdul Aziz Rowass. 
said last month that until the Sov- 
iet Union changed what he called 
its policy of interference in cou- 
ntries in the region, such as Afg- 
hanistan. Oman would be unable 
to "extend the hand of friendship 
(to Moscow} without fear of being 
stabbed in the back." 


Holy See offers East-West mediation

VATICAN CITY — A Vatican 
offer to help revive the stalled 
East- West talks on limiting 
intermediate-range nuclear mis- 
siles in Europe has intrigued the 
diplomatic community. 

Twice in recent weeks the Vat- 
ican Secretary of State. Cardinal 
Agostino Casaroli. has made the 
offer publicly but so far has been 
met with silence from Moscow and 
a polite, unenthusiastic response 
from Washington. 

Diplomatic and Vatican sources 
said Mr. CasarolPs offer showed 
the Vatican and Pope John Paurs 
deep concern over the breakdown 
of the Geneva talks, which ended 
when the Soviet Union walked out 
after the West German Par- 
liament voted to go ahead with 
deployment of U.S. Pershing-2 
i missiles under a iy79 NATO 
plan. 

But some diplomats question 
whether such offers are practical. 
Some said there was a danger they 
could be counter-productive. 

Mr. Casaroli told reporters on 
Dec. 4 that the Vatican was ready 
to offer informal mediation "bet- 
ween each side to bring positions 
closer together, explain mis- 
understandings and dear up sus- 
picions." 


" It is the conviction of the Holy 
Father and the Holy See that the 
possibility (of informal mediation } 
exists. Despite the extreme pol- 
itical and military weakness of the 
Holy See its moral prestige is rec- 
ognised and accepted by all." Mr. 
Casaroli said. 

The Vatican's top diplomat also 
said he would be willing to go 
anywhere, including Moscow, "if 
there is a need and if my presence 
is deemed necessary." 

In Washington, a State Dep- 
artment spokesman said the gov- 
ernment "appreciates the Vat- 
ican's concern." 

Some diplomats said they were 
intrigued and puzzled by Mr. Cas- 
aroir s statements, which they said 
could not have been made without 
the Pope's approval, because of 
the difficulties even an informal 
mediation between the two sup- 
erpowers would face. 

They said Washington and 
Moscow did not need the Vatican 
as a go-between because they 
have direct contact with each 
other as well as proven int- 
ermediaries such as West Ger- 
many. 

The diplomatic sources and a 
Vatican official said that the Vat- 
ican's formal mediation between 
the Catholic countries. Chile and 
Argentina, over the disputed Bea- 
gle Channel Islands has made little 


progress since it began in 1 97d. 

The diplomatic sources also 
suggested the Vatican might be 
testing an offer of informal med- 
iation in order to open more dip- 
lomatic channels to Moscow to 
improve church-state relations in 
the Communist bloc and thus 
"help Catholics living there." 

" What they are basically saying ■ 
is that if anyone wants their help 
they will give iL” one diplomat 
said. But he added: 

“The practical problems are so 
stupendous that it would be dif- 
ficult for the Vatican to get inv- 
olved (in the arms talks}. The 
church doesn't understand the 
technical aspects of missile sup- 
eriority.” 

The diplomatic sources said 
such Vatican overtures were well- 
intended but some thought they 
could be counter-productive. . 

“The Russians are not going to 
respond. The Soviets won’t pay 
the slightest attention to.what the 
Pope says. If they do they might 
try to manipulate and Vatican act- 
ion or Papal statements to help 
their own propaganda," one sou- 
rce said. 

A Vatican official agreed .that 
the diplomacy offers wonld pro- 
bably not be taken up but said he 
felt they were useful. He said he 
did not agree that the Soviet 
Union does not take account of 


the Vatican’s moral authority, alt- 
hough it might not respect iL 

He said atrip by members of the 
Pontifical Academy of Sciences to 
Moscow to illustrate a study on 
nuclear war. a letter the Pope seat 
to Soviet President Yuri And- 
ropov and a Soviet get-well tel- 
egram sent to the Pope after he 
was shot in 1981 were indications 
that Moscow recognised the Vat- 
ican. 

One diplomat said the per- 
spective of the mediation offers 
would change when the United 
States established full relations 
with the Vatican, a move expected 
in the near future, because the 
church would then have official- 
ties with only one party. 

The diplomats and the Vatican 
officials said they felt Mr. Casaroli 
made the overtures to underscore 
the church’s position that a con- 
tinuing dialogue between the sup- 
erpowers is vital. 

“The Vatican is pursuing a pol- 
itical line. The Vatican absolutely 
has to be .seen taking a position. 
The Pope is positively determined 
to protect the interests of the 
church and this includes putting' 
an - end to war," one diplomat 
said. 

Italian Prime Minister Bettino 
Craxi said he found the Pope 
“anguished over the fate of the 
world" during a private meeting 
this month. 


The rising tide of 
Israeli fascism 

This material has been translated from the original Hebrew by 
Dr. Israel Shahak of die Hebrew University. Dr. Shahak continues 
to spirit out material on the oppression and repression under the 
Zionist government. He addresses himself to what he calls "the 
rising tide of Israeli Josetsm.” 


The reaction of Israel to the 
invasion of Lebanon, especially to 
the mass murder in Sabraand Sha- 
lila. was marked by the creation of 
a polarisation between two groups 
of approximately equal size, one 
which is against and the other for 
Sharon and Begin. The size of 
each one. in ray opinion, is app- 
roximately one third of the Israeli 
Jewish society, while the rem- 
aining third is undecided as yet in 
the middle. This collection will 
give an idea of the behaviour and 
thinking of the fascist third (some 
of which isquite Nazi-like ] of Jew- 
ish Israeli society, and of the vio- 
lence employed. 

'Vhat is reported are moderate, 
not extreme examples. It is imp- 
ortant to note that respected 
members of the “Herut" party, 
including the Deputy Speaker, are 
encouraging and excising threats 
of murder against their political 
opponents, using exactly the ide- 
nticaJ phraseology employed by 
Hitler. The phrases were used 
specially against Jews, and their 
use now in Israel indicates the 
clear emergency of an open Jewish 
Nazism. 

Like the Nazis 

Another part of the emergency 
of a fscist and even Nazi ideology. 
used by bodies supported by the 
government, is the openly exp- 
ressed wish by the religious exp- 
ansionist party, the "Gush Emu- 
nhu.” for Jewish rule over all the 
world. Incidentally, the acc- 
ompanying contempt for "Wes- 
tern leaders" as being “weakling" 
is e x actl y similar to the frequently 
expressed opinion of Hitler. Both 
were quite successful with the 
mob. 

In Lhe same way. placing all res- 
ponsibility for “terrorism” in 
Lebanon on the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO}. in 
the face of Sabra and Shatiia. is 
equivalent to the Nazis putting all 
the blame for everything that hap- 
pened on the Jews. So is the thinly 
expressed joy of the “Nazi” set- 
tlers from Elk an ah (on the West 
Bank] at the murder of Pal- 
estinians to whom they refer as 
“fleas.” exactly as the Nazis ref- 
erred to Jews. (It was here that 
Sharon held a meeting with the 
hypocritical leaders of tire United 
Jewish Appeal from the USA. 
which was glowingly reported in 
the New York Times.) . 

In commenting on an adv- 
ertisement run by the Gush Emu- 
nim in several Israeli newspapers 
(andin a revised form in the UiS.J. - 
Israeli correspondent Dani Rub- 
enstein of the influential Davor. 
notes as one of the special ach- - 
ievements claimed as a result of 
the war against Lebanon, “the rec- 
laiming of the territories of the tri- 
bes of Nafalti and Asher." The wri- 
ter was told when he asked of 
Gush Emtmira why they were not 
demanding to settle now in South - 
Lebanon: 

“Jewish scttlingis not done just 
according to historical links, but h 
also expresses . the deep feeling 
that we shall not move from here 
for ever. This was so. with Yamit 
and Ofira, But in spite of the fact 
that south Lebanon is viewed as a 
pan of Eretz Israel. “Greater hr- 
acT’, there has been no Jewish 
educational activity in modern 


times of tics with. that area and no 
national awareness has been dev- 
eloped around it. Therefore they 
cannot seriously consider Jewish 
settlements around Tyre and 
Sidon at present. 

Gershon Shefet. a member of 
Gush Emunim's secretariat and 
one of the leaders of Ha Tchiya- 
Party, told Rubcnstcm that their 
position on Lebanon dif-. 
fenentiates between three areas, 
there; “the area of TripoK.and the 
Bckttu aver which Syria has da- . 
inis and interests: the area of Bet-' 
rut and the Lebanese Mountains, 
which is the area of the Christian* 
and the center of the Christian 
Lebanon*, and the area of the 
south ( up to the Zahar an i or the 
Awali Rivera-in which we are int- 
erested and has a security interest 
for us and which we should keep? 
Gush Emunim does not 
now demand to settle tin those 
areas, just as they do not demand 
now to settle in the Gird f Nor- 
thern Jordan* and all the eastern 
bank of the Jordan River, which 
they claim also belong to Eretz Isr- 
ael .” 

Gush Emunim’s advcrtisemcnt 
shocked many, including Deputy 
Foreign Minister Yehuda Ben 
Meir. who was not only angry at 
the demand never to withdraw 
from Lebanon, but mainly at the 
part that speaks of Israel's duty to 
eliminate evil all over the world. 
Ben Meir claimed that such a 
demand shall lead us into an ete- 
rnal war. He. regarded this as a 
demand to conquer Syria and 
Turkey and become the pol- 
iceman of the world. 

“We shall determine the world 
order” 

Bern Meir. says the Davor wri- 
ter. exaggerates a bit because 
Gush Emunim’s ad said that Israel 
should act according to its cap- 
acity. But he is not exaggerating 
much if we look at an article wri- 
tten by one of the Rabbis of Gush 
Emunim. Rabbi Elazar Wald roan 
from Kiryat Arba. and published 
in Nekuda two months ago:

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U.S. policy driving Mideast into violence, ADC director says

AMMAN — Arabs are deeply 
upset over United States accord 
with Israel, disappointed with Sec- 
retary of State George Shultz as 
well as there is an Arab ass- 
essment that U.S. President Ron- 
ald Reagan’s policies, in the Arab 
World, are creating an “arena of 
terrorism and irrational beh- 
aviour”. according to the Exe- 
curive^ Director of the Arab- 
American Anti-Discrimination 
Committee (ADC) James Zogby. 

Mr. Zogby' s statement is based 
on findings during his recent visit 
to several Arab countries which 
included the Gulf states, Saudi 
Arabia and Jordan. 

In an interview with the Jordan 
Times, Mr. Zogby said that the 
aim of his visit to these countries 
was to explore the Arab reaction 
at this critical stage, and to give 
them a dearer view of what is rea- 
lly happening in the U.S. 

“We do not always have a real 
understanding of what the rea- 
ction in the Middle East is. thr- 
ough the American press, because 
it is biased. Similarly our people in 
this area do not have a clear pic- 
ture of what goes on in the U.S.. 
and this is partly due to the Ame- 
rican political system which is not 
always understandable”. 

Concerning Arab dis- 
appointment with Mr. Shultz. Mr. 
Zogby said that the Arabs are mis- 
taken to think that Mr. Shuiiz 
would be “good" to the Arab 
cause. 

“Shultt is there to do the bid- 
ding forhis boss and he is the hired 
gun." 

He added that it was an unf- 
ortunate lesson that the Arab 
World is now learning which is 
that “personal relationships do 
not make policies."

Mr. Zogby pointed out that Mr. 
Shultz is helping Mr. Reagan to 
ran for the 1 9R4 presidential ele- 
ctions and "that is a very bitter pill 
to swallow.” 

Referring to Mr. Reagan's pol- 
icies in the Middle East. Mr. 
Zogby said that there is an Arab 
fear that if the American policies 
continue to be irrational they will 
create an irrational response from 
the radical elements in the Arab 
World. 

Mr. Zogby pointed out that Mr. 
Reagan's idea of strengthening 
this with Israel in order to scare 
Syria out of Lebanon is totally 
wrong, because he should have 
understood that it was exactly the 
opposite. 

The ADC director stressed that 
back in U.S.. he is going to make 
cleaF that the policies of this adm- 
inistration is totally counter-, 
productive and "instead of cre- 
ating stability they are creating the 
opposite: instead of creating a 
move towards moderation they 
are going to unleash radical forces 
that are going to be difficult to 


contain once they have been unl- 
eashed.” 

Mr. Zogby said that it is imp- 
ortant for people in this region to 
understand that American’s share 
that fear and resentment. “There, 
isn't an American consensus on 
the U.S. policies being pursued in 
Lebanon.” 

Referring to the editorials and 
the opinion columns in the Ame- 
rican press. Mr. Zogby said that 
from last September there has 
always been a very clear rejection 
of the use of the U.S. Marines as a 
combat force. 

During his visit Mr. Zogby also 
found out that the Congress vote 
on U.S. Marines in Lebanon was 
misunderstood by Arabs. 

Mr. Zogby explained that the 
Congress merely wanted to prove 
a legal point and it had bargained a 
deal with the administration to 
pass approval for the Marines so 
that “they could assert their pol- 
itical as well as legal role to control 
them.” 

Mr. Zogby said that he fully 
expects that when the Congress 


reconvenes in January “there is' 
going.to be a real push to reopen 
the discussion on the Marines and 
their position in Lebanon.” 

Asked if the Americans are tot- 
ally against the Marines presence 
in Lebanon, Mr. Zogby said that 
there are certainly some who back 
the Israeli lobby's position and 
accept the Reagan adm- 
inistration's policy, that the Mar- 
ines are needed there, as a bastion 
against the Soviet Union. 

“But J think,'' he added. “There 
is a much larger group, who acc- 
epted them as a peacekeeping 
force, but now this group says that 
they are not anymore, but they are 
rather in a state of war." 

He added that the views being 
expressed by the presidential can-' 
didates and also by the American 
public is to replace the Marines 
with a neutral peacekeeping force 
under U.N. provision. 

Regarding the presidential ele- 
ctions in U.S.. Mr. Zogby said that 
the Arab World does not com- 
prehend the whole system of ele- 
ctions which is the basis for for- 
mation of the American policy. 

He said the accord announced 
by Mr. Reagan, prior to the ele- 
ction bids, is for flowing his fri- 
endship towards Israel. "What is 
interesting is that Mr: Reagan has 
gone so far in this regard, that he 
shot himself in the foot.” 

He added that the only thing 
close to a victory that Mr. Reagan 
could ever claim was the jointly 
negotiated U.S.-Saudi ceasefire in 
Lebanon, and then the convening 
of the Geneva talks held in early 
October. “No one even expected 
the success of those talks and we 
were overjoyed with the amount 
of agreement that they have rea- 
ched at.” 

He went on to say that after two 
rounds of talks it was clear that the 


consensus was threatening the 
U.S. interests and accordingly 
have asked the Lebanese Pre- 
sident Amin Gemayel to come to 
the U.S. 

Mr. Zogby pointed out that Mr. 
Gcmayers visit to U.S. was alr- 
eady an accomplishment that he 
had enough confidence con- 
fidence to try “to move Mr. Rea- 
gan to loosen up on the May 17 
agreement.” between Israel and 
Lebanon. 

‘‘Turning down Mr. Gemayel as 
radely as he did”. Mr. Reagan did 
not only put Lebanon once again 
at the brink of disaster, but he also 
erased the one single claim that he 
can make to success, the ADC dir- 
ector said. 

Mr. Zogby pointed out that an 
aspirate for the presidency whe- 
ther an incumbent or a new can- 
didate “most frequently will stop 
at nothing to prove ho the Israeli 
lobby of his support.” 


Mr. Zogby said that candidates 
running for office blindly pursue 
the Israeli lobby and “even though 
Reagan has sealed the fate of Leb- 
anon for another year, even tho- 
ugh it resulted in bloodshed which 
can in large part be put on his doo- 
rstep. and eventhough his one 
accomplishment in the region is 
now cast aside, none of that meant 
anything to Reagan because he 
does not want any challenge to 
Israel and that has to be und- 
erstood in this region.” 

Mr. Zogby added that U.S. att- 
acks on Syrian positions in Leb- 
anon is another tactic to prove to 
Israel that as a second term pre- 
sident “hewill be a loyal friend to 
them.” 

Another aspect of the 1984 ele- 
ctions. that is not understood by 
the Arab World. Mr. Zogby said, 
is the complex dynamics that an 
election fear unleashes in the 
American political constituency. 


Mr. Zogby pointed apt that in 
the past there has never been a 
public debate on the Middle East 
during presidential campaigns. 

He added that in 1984 there 
would be, for the first time, public 
debates on the Middle East. “This 
is a major and historic turn of eve- 
nts fpr the Americans, because 
they never had their concerns 
about the Middle East discussed 
by previous presidential can- 
didates. 

Mr. Zogby pointed out that the 
two new presidential candidates 
Rev, Jesse Jackson and Senator 
George McGovern are now rai- 
sing the issue and “raising it in a 
very dramatic fashion." 

He added that each of the two 
candidates is individually sig- 
nificant in that each speaks to a 
different constituency. 

Elaborating on the two can- 
didates. Mr. Zogby said that Sen. 
McGovern has the credibility of 


his anti-war experience as a for- 
mer candidate who always had a 
clear-cut position on the peace 
question. “He cannot be ignored 
and he is not being ignored”. 

About Rev. Jackson, Mr. 
Zogby said he has a definite stand 
•on world peace and secondly on 
the question of democratic ' 
decision-making in foreign policy. 

Refemhg to the ADC con- 
ference held in California last' 
November attended by Rev. Jac- 
kson and Sen. McGpvem. Mr. 
Zogby said that the conference 
opened the “door" to the Arab- 
American community to par- 
ticipate in the political future of 
the United States which did not 
exist when ADC was formed three 
years ago. 

Concerning the Palestinian and 
the Lebanese issues. Mr. Zogby 
said, that both were raised at the 
ADC conference by the two can- 
didates in their speeches. 


Jackson, McGovern urge Palestinian-lsraeli dialogue 


From ADC Reports of 
November-December 1983: 
Interrupted numerous thanes by 
applause. Rev. Jesse Jackson 
called on Arabs and Jews to 
talk. “We most talk to each 
other and learn to respect each 
other.” Rev. Jackson said. “It 
is the first step toward peace.” 
Rev. Jackson’s attendance at 
the conference was con- 
troversial because only two 
days earlier he had announced 
his candidacy. Six members of 
the Jewish Defence League 
appeared outside the hall where 
Jackson was to speak with signs 
that read, “ Jackson Hates 


Jews.” 

Id his speech, Jackson said 
that President Reagan should 
lead a peace conference inv- 
olving Israel, the Palestinians 
and the Arab Nations. 

He also called for mutual 
recognition dialogue not only 
between Israelis and Arabs, but 
between American Arabs and 
Jews. 

“The first step to Mideast 
peace is dialogue between Arab 
Americans and Jewish Ame- 
ricans, Mack Americans and 
Hispanic Americans. It is in the 
moral, economic and geo- 
political interests of the United 


States to have an Israel with 
secure borders and a Pal- 
estinian state.** 

Giving a highly thoughtful 
analysis of U.S. Middle East 
policy, former South Dakota 
Senator Geroge McGovern 
agreed with Jackson that mut- 
ual recognition by all sides is the 
only way to prevent “a cat- 
astrophe.” 

McGovern reiterated his bel- 
ief that the Israeli invasion of 
Lebanon was totally unj- 
ustified, referring again to his 
1960s stand against American 
involvement in Vietnam. 

McGovern said, “The Isr- 


aelis ought to be talking to the 
Palestinians, The Palestinians 
are a legitimate force. 1 don't 
think that’s an anti-Israel pos- 
ition.'* 

He also criticised American 
political leaders for the present 
straggles within the PLO. Not- 
ing the trouble of Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation leader 
Yasser Arafat, Mr. McGovern 
said that America must assume 
some of the responsibility for 
the upheaval iu the Palestinian 
community because for years it 
turned a deaf ear to the att- 
empts by the PLO to begin a 
dialogue with the United States.

Oxford defeats United 
in English League Cup 


LONDON (R) — The last hopefuls scramble to book 
their passages on Wednesday to the European Soc- 
cer Championship finals in France next year. 


Spain, the World Cup 
hosts. need an astronomical win 
over Malta while Yugoslavia and 
Bulgaria hope to out do each other 
and, at the same time, blot out the 
aspirations of onlookers Wales. 

West Germany, the defending 
champions. Belgium. Portugal. 
Denmark and Romania have alr- 
eady qualified to join hosts Prance 
in next June's final series. 

Wales seemed to have claimed 
the seventh slot last Wednesday 
but allowed Yugoslavia to steal a 
! -! draw III minutes from the end 
in Cardiff to lose the initialise in 
Group Four. 

Yugoslavia need a win on home 
soil in Split to top the group, but 
Bulgaria can clinch it if they beat 
the Yugoslavs by two goals. 

Wales, who dominated the 
group in the early stages, will be 
praying f«»r a draw between the 
Balkan neighbours which would 
make them the ouJy country from 
the British Isles to qualify lor the 
iirals. 


Spain, not the most tree-scoring 
team in Europe, will have to cha- 
nge their ways and knock at least 
1 1 goals past Malta in Sev ille to 
overhaul the Netherlands in 
Group Seven. 

The Dutch beat Malta 5-0 in 
Rotterdam last Saturday, taking 
their aggregate against the Med- 
iterranean minnows to 1 1 to two 
matches and giving them an M- 
goal advantage over Spain. 

Spain left it late to beat Malta 
3-2 in Valletta last May. so the 
odds arc stacked heavily against 
their overtaking the Nciheriandv 
a revamped side since the demise 
of the teams which contested ihc 
World Cup finals ol l w ~4 and 
W7N. 

Seventeen months ago only the 
most foolhardy punter would have 
bet against newly-crowned World 
Champions Italy cruising through 
to the European Championvhip 
finals. 

But Paolo Rossi and his team- 
mates have experienced only hum- 


iliation since that proud day in 
Madrid and now line! themselves 
battling against little Cyprus in 
Perugia on Thursday to avoid the 
ignominy of finishing last in 
Group Six. 

Romania have already won t lie- 
group in what turned out to be a 
three-way light with Sweden and 
Czechoslovakia. Italy, without a 
win in their seven croup matches, 
were never in it.

World Cup trophy stolen 


RIO Dfc JANEIRO i R - The 
Jules Runet Miccer \v orld Cup was 
stolen Monday night Irnm the 
headquarters oJ the Brazilian Foo- 
tball As-si>ci.iUoii. wurces at the 
headquarters said Tuesday. 

They could give no lumber det- 
ails but the domestic .lornal do 
Brasil news agency said two men 
overpowered a night porter to 
steal the trophy, held by Brazil in 
perpetuity alter three outright 
wins, along with two other gold 
cups. 

The agency quoted asvvciaiion 
legal department director Andre 
Richer as calling on all Brazilians 
to help find the trophies - "esp- 
ecially the cup we won in l‘»7ti 
when we became world cha- 
mpions lor the third time." 

It also quoted a police spo- 
kesman as .saying the trophies 
would probably be melted down 
and sold lor their gold value. 

It is the second time the trophy 
has been stolen. A cross-bred col- 
lie dog found it the first rime in his 


owner’s garden outside London 
utter it had been stolen in I “6b. 
the year England won the World 
Cup. 

The trophy, depicting a winged 
figure supporting a bowl, was 
named alter a Frenchman who 
proposed the four-yearly tou- 
rnament. 

It was contested for the first 
time in I “3ft when Uruguay were 
the winners. Brazil won it in I ‘>3N. 
1 “o2 and IV7li. 

Pickles earned his owners a 
JL 7.< if if f t*s > reward tor une- 

arthing the trophy. The dog bec- 
ame a celebrity, made film app- 
earances and was asked to open 
tetes and bazaars. 

The family received invitations 
to go to Czechoslovakia. Brazil. 
Chile. France and ihe United Sta- 
tes. Pickles, the first dog cv er to be 
allowed on the field at Wembley 
stadium, died in I V70 at the age of 
six. breaking his neck aftcrchasing 
a cat.

Piquet says he will quit- 
motor racing in 10 years 


LONDON f R> — World Cha- 
mpion Nelson Piquet plans to stick 
with the only thing he enjoys 
doing — motor racing — for ano- 
ther 10 years, but will quit the 
sport completely when he retires. 

“My ambition is to be a racing 
driver for a long, long time.” the 
Brazilian said, adding that he did 
not plan to retire tor at least ano- 
ther decade. “1 don't enjoy any- 
thing else, and whenever I stop I 
think, what else am I going to do'.’ 

But Piquet. 31. who clinched 
the world Formula One title for 
the second time in three seasons in 
South Africa in October, said he 
would finish with racing totally 
when he retired — he will not form 
his own team or get involved with 
the business side of the sport. 

“Racing involves a lot of tra- 
velling and 1 don't like travelling 
very, much.” the Brabham team 
leader said. “When 1 stop. 1 will 
start a calmer life. I wouldn't want 
anything to do with racing.” 

Piquet, born in Rio de Janeiro 
but now based in Monte Carlo, is 
regarded as a quiet man off the 
track. He said that whenever pos- 
sible he retreats to his boat “where 


1 have a lot of privacy because 
nobody can find me” He also skis, 
“but not seriously.” 

He has won LU Grands Prix 
since his first championship race m 
IF>TS and b the second Brazilian 
to win two motor racing world in- 


ert success. 

“J don' t usually get scared, alt- 
hough of course everybody gets 
kind of nervous and shakey with 
I he championship in their hands. 1 ' 
he added. .

Piquet credited his latest suc- 
cess to the Brabham team’s eff- 
icient organisation and high mor- 
ale. 

“The team is very smaff. well- 
organised. clean - we work fan- 
tastically together.” he said, pay- 
ing tribute to the smooth woilt of 
the mechanics and his long-term 
rapport with Brabham's South 
African-born designer Gordon 
Murray. 

He also said his ability to remain 
calm and concentrate during races 
has also helped him along the path 


"Racing is not something you 
choose, it's something that hap- 
pens. I've been doing it ever since 
I was. a kid with my friends m 
go-karn” he said. 

The champion said young dri- 
vers trying to emulate his tra- 
nsition from Formula Three to 
Formula One face a bigger cha- 
llenge that demands greater skill 
and strength. 

“In my day the difference bet- 
ween Formula Three und One 
meant maybe a threefold increase 
in engine power and a lap rime 
seven or eight seconds less.

Hungarian F.A. suspends 74 more players

BUDAPEST I Ri - A further 74 
players, including two from a first 
division club, have been sus- 
pended for involvement in Hun- 
gary's biggest football pools sca- 
ndal. the Hungarian Football 
Association (F.A.) announced 
here Tuesday. 

The new list of suspensions 
brings the total number of players 
punished for involvement in the 
fraud, which cost the state football 
pools 3u million forints

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Europarliament wins 
budget fight with E.C. 


BRUSSELS (R) — The European 
Parliament won a budget battle 
with community governments 
when ministers Monday failed to 
agree a course of action after the 
assembly flouted their wishes in a 
vote. 

The parliament last Thursday 
approved a 522 billion budget, 
froze a budget refund for Britain, 
increased some spending plans 
and raised revenue estimates. 

Dutch secretary of state for 
European affairs Mr. Willem Van 
Eekelen told reporters Monday 
night: “The parliament has won. It 
has made an inteDigent use of its 
powers" 

He spoke after an inconclusive 
debate by foreign ministers which 
produced only a note listing points 
of disagreement with the ass- 
embly. 

Officials expect the ministers’ 
indecision to put the European 
Commission in the difficult pos- 


ition of having to adjudicate bet- 
ween community governments 
and the parliament. 

British foreign secretary Sir 
Geoffrey Howe described the 
note challenging parliament’s 
move as firm and formal and said 
it should cause parliament to ref- 
lect very seriously about the imp- 
ropriety of its action on the 1984 
budget. 

However, he said ministers had 
not agreed on what they will do if 
the parliament's president. Mr. 
Piet Dankert. signs the contested 
budget into law as expected. 

Diplomats said the ministers, in 
their last session of a year marked 
by financial trouble, could not 
choose among any of the options 
suggested by their officials. 

Parliamentarians, while del- 
ighted with Monday’s result, said 
it underlined their view that com- 
munity governments were unable 
to solve the urgent problems.

Riyadh 
reduces 
deposits in 
W estem 
banks 


BASLE. Switzerland ( R } — Saudi 
Arabia which has suffered a sharp 
decline in oil revenues, reduced its 
deposits with Western banks by 
about 25 per cent in the first half 
of this year, new banking figures 
show. 

The Bank for International Set- 
tlements (BIS) said in its latest 
report on the maturity structure of 
international debt that Saudi dep- 
osits with banks of non- 
communist industrial countries 
stood at 53 1 .6 billion at the end of 
June. This was a drop of SI 0.2 
billion from the end of 1982. 

The deposits of all Middle Eas- 
tern countries with banks fell by 
SI 6.4 billion to M 12.7 billion in 
the same period. 

The BIS said that a number of 
other Middle Eastern countries, 
notably Iran. Iraq and Libya, had 
also reduced their balances with 
the banks. 

Falling oil revenues have hit the 
economies of Middle Eastern oil 
producing countries which since 
the onset of the world recession 
have cut their lending abroad and 
stepped up borrowing to meet 
balance of payments difficulties. 


World oil prices under 
pressure after U.S. cuts 


LONDON (R) — World oil prices could be set to fall 
again following the decision of two U.S. refiners to 
slash 51.50 a barrel off the price they are prepared to 
pay for domestic crude oil. 


The companies involved. Ash- 
land Oil Inc. and Citgo Petroleum, 
are scarcely household names out- 
.side the United Slates. But their 
move could spark price cuts wor- 
ldwide if it is followed by major 
firms in the U.S. market. 

Industry analysts said Tuesday 
the U.S. majors were certain to be 
mulling over the possibility of 
matching the cuts, made in res- 
ponse to falling petroleum pro- 
duct prices on the U.S. market. 

The analysts said the world oil 
market may be facing a re-run of 
last winter's pricing crisis when a 
drop in U.S. domestic rates pro- 
moted a chain reaction, cul- 
minating in OPECs march dec- 
ision to shave $5 off its 534 a bar- 
rel benchmark. 

But they acknowledged that the 
Organisation of Petroleum Exp- 
oniog Countries (OPEC) looks 
sounder than it did a year ago and 
might be able to ride out a new 
crisis. 

The knock-tin effect of wid- 
espread U.S. domestic price cuts 
would be felt first in Britain, 
where the state- run British Nat- 
ional Oil Copo ration iBNOC) is 
trying to maintain a $30 a barrel 
marker price for high quality 


U.S. unveils study on 
service trade reforms 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 

The United States, hoping to bol- 
ster its case for new international 
rules governing trade in services 
like banking and insurance. Mon- 
day unveiled a study that showed 
the increasing importance of the 
service sector in world trade. 

The study, an outgrowth of last 
year s decision by members of the 
General Agreement on Tariffs 
and trade (GATT) to examine 

the services issue/' (Outlined tbfe' •• , - , • „ • . r.. - v " 

n c h " -placed at 519.4 billion, while the

services trade. 

During the next year, a number 
of other countries plan to submit 
similar studies to GATT in time 
for a November 1984 meeting 
where members would decide if 
the GATT framework should be 
broadened to include trade agr- 
eements on services. 

GATT rules currently cover 
trade in goods and only apply to 
services that are incidental to 
goods trade. 

Services are an engine of 
growth in our economy and it is 
hard to believe that there are no 
basic rules or principles that gov- 
ern this important area of int- 
ernational economic _ activity,” 

U.S. trade representative Mr. Bill 
Brock told a news conference. 

According to the study, world 


trade in services exceeded 535(» 
billion in 1 980. and the top 25 ser- 
vices exporters included a number 
of middle-income and developing 
countries. 

The United States had the lar- 
gest export trade in services, with 
S34.9 billion in 1980. followed 
' closely by Britain with $34.2 bil- 
lion. France at $33 billion and 
West Germany at S3 1.9 billion. 

Japan's services exports were 


Community countries was est- 
imated at nearly $165 billion. 

Mr. Brock said U.S. trading par- 
tners which initially were cool to 
the idea of new agreements on 
services trade were now far more 
supportive because they rec- 
ognised the importance of these 
exports in their own economies. 

According to the study, 90 per 
cent of the 19 million U.S. jobs 
created in the past decade were in 
the service sector. 

U.S. officials also noted that the 
Organisation for Economic Coo- 
peration and Development 
(OECD) is preparing a study of its 
own on services and that trade, 
finance, and foreign ministers are 
expected to address these issues at 
the 1984 OECD ministerial mee- 
ting. 


North Sea crude. 

Some BNOC customers are 
rumoured to be unhappy about 
the corporation’s proposal to 
carry the price into the new year 
and may press for a cm. 

Anticipation of further cuts in 
U.S. domestic postings has alr- 
eady hit North Sea prices on the 
free spot market. lending support 
to those who would like to sec off- 
icial prices trimmed. 

North Sea Brent changed hands 
for as little as $28.20 a barrel on 
the Rotterdam market after 
Citgo' s announcement on Friday. 

Analysts said that, if U.S. ref- 
iners follow Ashland and Citgo in 
marking down the value of dom- 
estic crudes. BNOC could find it 
almost impossible to get them to 
pay $30 a barrel for Brent. 

"if BNOC is forced down. 
OPEC-member Nigeria, a rival of 
Britain’s in the light crude market, 
might cut its rates to stay com- 
petitive. 

This would force OPEC to ret- 
hink its whole pricing structure, 
reconfirmed only this'month ai a 
ministerial meeting of the 13- 
member exporter group. 

Some analysis say a modest 
OPEC price cut is not out of the 
question for next year despite the 
organisation's commitment to 
hold (he benchmark at $29. 

Analysts give as the reason for 
the slack world market a slowe-r- 
than-expectcd economic recovery 
outside the United States. 

In the United States itself, pre- 
dictions of another mild winter are 
blamed for depressing oil product 
demand. 

They said the present cold snap 
in the United States might help to 
prompt demand from heating oil 
users and could be enough to stave 
off a major slump in crude values. 

Meanwhile. Indonesia Tuesday 
urged fellow members of OPEC to 
refrain from undercutting each 
other in oil prices especially in the 
spot markets. 


Mines and Energy Minister 
Subroto told reporters world oil 
prospects for I 984 were still glo- 
omy. 

He said total world con- 
sumption is expected to increase 
by only between StKi.iMJli to 
81MJ.1 K8 J barrels a day over the 
1 983 figure of around 44 million 
barrels. 

At the same time, he added. 
non-OPEC producers are exp- 
ected to increase their daily output 
from 26.6 to 2 7. l million barrels a 
day. 

“This will further depress 
OPEC oil prices." Mr. Subroto 
said. 

The former OPEC president 
said 1 983 was a bad year for the oil 
industry with the unprecedented 
oil price drop from $34 to $29 per 
barrel, increased production of 
North Sea oil and the world rec- 
ession which is still hurting Wes- 
tern Europe. 

On the other hand the heads of 
national oil companies in the six 
member states of the Gulf Coo- 
peration Council opened a two- 
day meeting Tuesday with a call 
Tor closer cooperation. 

Qatar General Petroleum Cor- 
poration's managing director. Mr. 
Ali Jaidah. said: "The burden of 
national oil companies is inc- 
reasing under the present difficult 
circumstances on the world energy 
market and because of the sho- 
rtage in skilled world energy mar- 
ket and because of the shortage in 
skilled labour and dependence on 
imported manpower.” 

"This has made coordination 
and collective work among these 
companies not only desirable, but 
essential for the development of 
our countries.” he said. 

Delegates from Saudi Arabia. 
Qatar. Bahrain. Oman, the Uni- 
ted Arab Emirates and Kuwait as 
well as the secretariat of the Gulf 
Cooperation Council are taking 
pan in the meeting, the fourth of 
its kind. 

Oman's under-secretary of oil 
and minerals. Mr. Salem Moh- 
ammad Sha'aban. told Reuters 
the meeting would discuss issues 
related to refining techniques, tra- 
ining. exploration and marketing. 


France lifts exchange 
controls on travellers 

PARIS ( R) — The French government Tuesday formally lifted most 
of the exchange control regulations on foreign travel imposed in 
March, but restrictions on the use of credit cards abroad remain. 

Tuesday marked the disappearance of the carnet de change, a 
document which French residents travelling abroad had to carry to 
show the amount of money they had taken abroad. 

From Tuesday French residents will be allowed to take up to 5.000 
francs ($6181 1 on each trip, and the amount will no longer need to be 
recorded in a carnet. 

Under the stringent March rules travellers were restricted to 2.000 
francs I $240) a year in foreign currency and 1 .00u francs ($120) in 
French money each trip. 

The credit card restrictions, under which everybody except bus- 
inessmen are banned from using them abroad, stay in effect. 

The measures were introduced in March following a record visible 
trade deficit of 93 billion francs (now $1 1 billion) for 1982.

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Japan’s ruling party 
seeks independent aid 


TOKYO (R) — Japan’s Liberal Democratic Party 
(LDP), badly mauled in Sunday’s general election, 
Tuesday formally recruited eight independents to 
preserve a shaky hold on power. 


Party officials said the eight 
were brought in to give the LDP a 
total of 258 seats in the 51 1-seat 
House of Representatives, a maj- 
ority of five over all other parties. 

The LDP could also count on 
the support of at least two other 
independents, they added. 

. One of them was ex-Prime Min- 
ister Kakuei Tanaka, whose con- 
viction in the Lockheed bribes 
scandal caused the party’s election 
setback. 

Prime Minister Yasuhiro Nak-- 
asone asserted Monday that even 
with such a slim majority he int- 
ended to stay in power and push 
ahead with his controversial dip- 
lomatic and economic policies. 

Mr. Nakasone called a cabinet 
meeting to discuss the defeat. A 
spokesman said he commiserated 
with the ministers of defence, edu- 
cation and labour who lost their 
seats in the tide of anti-LDP votes. 

Political sources said he also 
contacted ex-Prime Minister 
Takeo Fukuda. leader of one of 
the rival factions within the LDP. 
to discuss preservation of party 
unity now that its hold on power is 
so precarious. 


Mr. Fukuda said he was ava- 
ilable any time for consultations, 
the sources said. 

In the last parliament, about 
one third of the 286 LDP mem- 
bers were opposed to Nakasone 
and his links with Mr. Tanaka, the 
man known as the kingmaker of 
Japanese politics. 

This proportion is repeated in 
the new. depleted party lineup in 
the house. But Mr. Nakasone’ s 
aides are stressing that factional 
feuding is a luxury the LDP cannot 
now afford, the sources said. 

Chief cabinet secretary Mas- 
aharu Gotoda told a press con- 
ference that consultations were 
going on with opposition parties 
about convening a special session 
of the new parliament to designate 
a prime minister before the end of 
the year. 

Opposition leaders, jubilant at 
the unexpected upsurge in their 
fortunes, discussed prospects of 
presenting a joint front in par- 
liament. 

But signs were this might not be 
easy to achieve, political sources 
said. 

The Japan Socialist Party I JSP). 


the second biggest group in the 
new house with 112 seats, sug- 
gested its chairman, Masashi Ish- 
ibashi. as a joint opposition can- 
didate for prime minister. 

But the sources said other par- 
ties demurred. The centrist Kom- 
eito Party, a Buddhist-based 
group which increased its seals 
from 34 to 58. showed little ent- 
husiasm for the JSPs brand of 
left-wing economics and policy of 
unarmed neutralism. 

The Democratic Socialist Party 
(DSP), fourth biggest group with 
38 seats, also baulked at lining up 
behind the JSP from which it split 
23 years ago to pursue more 
middle- road policies. 

About (he only issue which uni- 
ted the five main opposition gro- 
ups during the campaign was the 
drive against political corruption 
as evidenced in the conviction of 
Mr. Tanaka for taking a 52 million 
bribe from Lockheed Aircraft 
Corporation. 

LDP leaders took heart from 
the subsequent lack of common 
opposition policy, hoping it would 
enable the party to push ahead 
with its proclaimed policies. 

Mr. Nakasone said Japan's int- 
ernal ional standing would suffer if 
it scrapped his plans to improve 
national defence, open up Jap- 
anese markets to foreign imports 
and take a more vigorous role in 
international politics.

NEW DELHI (R) - India has 
told neighbouring Pakistan it is 
distressed about a virtual sta- 
lemate in relations between the 
two countries and has suggested 
early meelingsof joint committees 
to improve the climate.

India had suggested early mee- 
tings of several joint committees 
formed to work out ways of imp- 
roving relations in specific fields, 
the spokesman said. 

In particular. India wanted two 
groups on consular relations and 
information and travel to meet 
here between Jan. 4 and 7 for Pak- 
istan to suggest dates for meetings 
of two other committees on eco- 
nomic relations and trade. 

The move follows signs of a ren- 
ewed frostiness in relations bet- 
ween the two neighbours, who 
have fought three wars since ind- 
epence in IH47.

Italian press reports said Car- 
oline, whose mother former Hol- 
lywood film star Princess Grace 
was killed in a car crash 14 months 
ago. met her future husband last 
summer and their romance dev- 
eloped during yacht cruises round 
the Mediterranean. 

Mr. Casiraghi, 23. part-owner 
of a night dub and an exporter of 
shoes and sweaters, was already 
engaged to an Italian girl when he 



Princess Caroline of Monaco 
met Caroline, the Italian weekly 
L’ Espresso said. 

Earlier the princess was pho- 
tographed in the company of Arg- 
entine tennis star Guillermo Vilas 
and was widely reported to have 
had a stormy romance with. Rob- 
erto Rossellini, son of the late 
Swedish filmstar. Ingrid Bergman. 

As a divorcee she needs special 


dispensation from the Vatican for 
a religious wedding but so far this 
has not been granted. 

Authoritative sources in the 
Vatican said the princess’ request 
w as under consideration by the 
sacred Rota Tribunal, which deals 
with applications for marriage 
annulments, but proceedings were 
still at an early stage.

Tight security in London 
to prevent bomb attacks 


LONDON ( R) — London's main 
shopping streets have been swa- 
mped by police to pre-empt fur- 
ther attacks by Irish Republican 
guerrillas. 

Hundreds of unarmed "bob- 
bies” patrol the area around Har- 
rods store where five people were 
killed and 90 wounded by a car 
bomb at the weekend. 

"There seem to be so many it is 
almost impossible to be out of 
sight of at least one of them.” one 
elderly shopper said. “ It is a little 
unnerving but very reassuring." 

Home Secretary (interior Min- 
ister) Leon Brittan said Monday 
some 7 ihj extra police, including 
dog handlers, round-the clock 
mobile squads and detectives from 
specialist sections were being dra- 
fted into central London to com- 
bat a threat of more bombings in 
the Christmas shopping rush. 

He described as nauseating 
hypocrisy a statement by the Irish 
Republican Army (IRA) adm- 
itting an unauthorised attack by its 
■‘volunteers” and professing reg- 
ret for the civilian casualties. 

The battered Hanrods store in 
fashionable Knightsbridge ope- 
ned as usual Monday after l.UUU 
staff had spent most of Sunday 
helping to clear up the debris. 

Fifteen of its 256 departments 
were closed but some opened later 
in the day after hasty repairs. 

A Hanrods spokesman said 


crowds were 12 per cent dowm for 
the time of the year but much bet- 
ter than expected. “Some people 
told staff they had come especially 
to show that they were not going 
to be deterred by the IRA." he 
said. 

Among them was Prime Min- 
ister Margaret Thatcher's hus- 
band Denis who told reporters: 
"No damned Irish murderer is 
going to stop me going there.” 

Some political commentators 
suggested the IRA. fighting to end 
British rule in Northern Ireland, 
was embarrassed by the bombing 
which has aroused widespread 
condemnation. 

Basque refugee 
shot in France 

BAYONNE. France (Rl — 
Gunmen killed a Spanish Basque 
political refugee Monday night 
after raiding a cafe where he wor- 
ked as a waiter in this sou- 
thwestern French city, police said. 

They said Ramon Onaederra. 
23. was shot five times as he sat 
alone in the cafe. 

Witnesses said the gunmen fled 
in a Spanish-registered car. 

About 3UU Basque militants 
later demonstrated against what 
they termed insecurity due to 
Spanish police activity.

In 1935, a French team 


came to the United States to 
challenge the Four Aces in 
what is generally regarded 
as the first world champion- 
ship. Although the 
Americans won, everyone 
was impressed by the skill of 
Pierre Albarran. who 
represented his country in 
Davis Cup tennis as well as 
bridge. Here is a hand from 
that match, with Albarran in 
the West seat. 

The bidding is impeccable 
by any standard. Since his 
best suit was bid by South, 
Albarran elected to attack 
with the seven of spades. 
Declarer played low from 
dummy and East won the 
queen. He shifted to a heart, 
taken in dummy. 

Declarer could see eight 
tricks. There were several 
ways to set up a ninth, and' 
declarer chose to go for 
tricks in the club suit. He ran 
the nine of clubs from dum- 
my and Albarran played low 
as smoothly as he glided over 
the clay surface of his 
favorite tennis courts. 

Declarer now had nine 
tricks but, not surprisingly, 
he thought he had struck it 
rich in the club suit and that 
overtricks were there for the 
taking. So declarer elected'to 
repeat the finesse by running 
the eight of clubs! To this day 
declarer is trying to explain 
to his teammates how it is 
possible to go down in three 
no trump on this hand! 


PEKING (Rl — A new doc- 
umentary film on the life of Mao 
Tsetung. premiered in Peking only 
hints at Mao’s 10-year cultural 
re>olution which China’s leaders 
now call a disaster. 

When the story reaches that 
turbulent period from 1966 to 
1976. a thoughtful, cigarette- 
smoking Mao is shown riding a 
train, while a voice says he made 
mistakes which caused great dam- 
age. 

The RU-rainute film, called sim- 
ply “Mao Tsetung!'. refers only 
briefly to the "Great Leap For- 
ward” in 1 V5S. when Mao caused 
economic chaos by setting over- 
ambitious targets. 

It does not mention two of his 
three wives, including Jiang Qing. 
leader of the now-jailed "gang of 
four” who seized power during the 
cultural revolution. 

According to its scriptwriters 
the film, which will be shown on 
national television to celebrate the 
90th anniversary of Mao’s birth on 
Dec. 26. highlights the late cha- 
irman's crucial role in the Chinese 
revolution, despite his later mis- 
takes. 

The film is in line with the off- 
icial Communist Party assessment 
of Mao in 1 98 1 . which praised him 
as a great revolutionary. But it 
makes no direct reference to the 
cultural revolution when Mao rep- 
laced most of his old revolutionary 
comrades with extreme leftists. 

Scriptwriter Gao Weijin def- 
ended the glossing over the of cul- 
tural revolution in a newspaper 
interview Monday. 

“The cultural revolution is not 
shown in pictures. But in the nar- 
rative we do say that the errors he 
made in the latter stages of his life 
caused great damage to the cause 
of the party and people. 

“However, judging his life as a 
whole, his contributions outweigh 
his errors.” he was quoted as say- 
ing in the English-language China. 
Daily. 

The film pays tribute to Mao’s 
relatives who were killed during 


the revolution, his brothers Mao 
Zetan and Mao Zemin, his second 
life. Yang Kaihui. his sister and a 
son killed in Korea. 

It is silent on his third wife He 
Zizhen. whom he divorced in fav- 
our of former Shanghai actress 
Jiang Qing. 

The scriptwriters said the film 
did not include much detail of 
Mao’s personal life because a bio- 
graphical film would have been 
“much more difficult to make.”_ 

The film consists of old doc- 
umentary footage and pho- 
tographs cut into contemporary 
views of places associated with 
Mao. It is accompanied by orc- 
hestral variations on rev- 
olutionary songs. 

Romanticised paintings 

To portray events of which no 
photographs survive, the film uses 
highly-romanticised paintings of 
the young Mao and China's early 
revolutionaries, which contrast 
with the heroic but less sugary rea- 
lity of the early days of the rev- 
olution shown in newsreel clips. 

The China Daily praised the 
film for its authenticity, but added 
that the paintings “seem unable to 
reflect the true spirit of the period 
from the 1920s to 1930s.” 

Among the highlights of the 
film are archive footage of Mao 
bowing repeatedly before the gra- 
ves of his parents, and of him try- 
ing on the cow! of a Tibetan monk 
as members of China's minority 
nationalities ceremoniously offer 
him items of national dress. 

Former U.S. President Richard 
Nixon is seen visiting China during 
a sequence which lists Mao’s later 
successes such as the re- 
establishment of contact with the 
United States. 

Mao’s anniversary is being 
marked by a spate of laudatory 
articles which avoid discussion of 
his involvement in the cultural 
revolution and quote his ideas sel- 
ectively. 


SAN SALVADOR (Rj — Sal- 
vadorean authorities, pressed by 
Washington to crack down on 
death squads, have arrested an 
army captain for the 1981 killing 
of two U.S. officials and the head 
of a land reform programme, a 
senior military official said. 

CapL Ernesto Avila was arr- 
ested for allegedly ordering the 
slaying of two agricultural advisers 
and the head of a controversial 
Salvadorean land redistribution 
plan opposed by the country’s 
right-wing land-owners, the off- 
icial said. 

U.S. labour advisers Mark Pea- 
rlman. 36. and Michael P. Ham- 
mer. 42. and Salvadorean land 
reform chief Jose Rodolfo Viera 
were shot m a hotel coffee shop on 
Jan. 3. 1981. 

Two soldiers confessed in court 
to the killing, saying Capt. Avila 
and a lieutenant had ordered it. 

Capt. Avila’s family members 
called news organisations to den- 
ounce his arrest Monday, saying 
he was hauled away while praying 
in his home. 

The arrest came amid growing 
U.S. pressure for a clampdown on 


extreme rightist death squads, 
which diplomatic sources say are 
headed by military officials with 
the protection of a wealthy civilian 
group. 

Vice President George Bush 
less than two weeks ago brought a ' 
letter here from President Reagan 
listing death squad members and 
demanding their exile and exp- 
ulsion from the forces, political 
sources said. The letter spe- 
cifically asked for Capt Avila's 
arrest, they said. 

Capt. Avila fled to Guatemala 
after being called to witness in the 
case, military sources said. A lie- 
utenant. Isidro Lopez Sibrian.was 
charged but later released for lack 
of evidence, 

Roberto D’Aubuisson. pre- 
sident of the constitutional ass- 
embly and a right-wing pre- 
sidential candidate for polls 
March 25. recently told the pre- 
sident of the U.S. labour union 
AFL-CIO. Lane Kirkland, that 
the c?se should be dropped aga- 
inst - lx Lopez because “ he is 
fighting bravely against the com- 
munists alongside his men.” 

Both officers are dose ass- 


ociates of Mr. D’ Aubuisson, who 
diplomatic and military officials 
say is linked with the death squads 
responsible for at least 1 .000 kil- 
lings this year. 

Trouble for Contadora 

In Panama City, meanwhile, 
some Central American countries 
may be having second thoughts 
about a 21-point peace plan for 
the strife-torn region, diplomatic 
sources said Tuesday. 

The foreign ministers of Mex- 
ico. Colombia. Panama and Ven- 
ezuela — which comprise the Con- 
tadora group — gathered here 
Tuesday to discuss imp 
lemcntauon of their proposals. 

The Contadora representatives 
originally planned in have talks 
include Central American rep- 
resentatives, who had been exp- 
ected to sign the general peace 
.accord. 

Diplomats said some Central 
American nations might be bau- 
lking at the Contadora document 
and that the meeting including 
them had been postponed. 


U.K. House of Lords may allow live 
television transmissions of debates 


LONDON (R) — The House of 
Lords, one of the most con- 
servative of Britain’s tradition- 
bound national institutions, is 
coming to terms with the tec- 
hnology of the 20th century. 

Live television transmissions of 
proceedings in the stately upper 
chamber of the 7(J0-year-old Par- 
liament look like starting next 
year. 

A cross-party coalition of peers 
led by Lord Soames. son-in-law of 
the late Prime Minister Sir Win- 
ston ChurchilL is heading moves 
to get television cameras into the 
ornate Victorian chamber. 

It has the support of the Con- 
servative government’s leader of 
the house. Deputy Prime Minister 
Viscount Whitelaw. and also of 
the leaders of opposition Labour 
and Liberal peers. 

Members of Parliament rec- 
ently gave cautious backing — by 
a majority of just five — to leg- 
islation that would allow then- 
proceedings to be televised. 

But only half the 650 M.P.s 
voted and the government's bus- 
iness manager in the Commons. 
John Biffen. believes the vote 
would have gone the other way if 
more M.P.S had been present. 


Television in the Commons 
lacks government support and 
large groups on both sides of Par- 
liament oppose it. 

The M.P.S who. unlike the 
Lords, face re-election every five 
years or less, are waxy about let- 
ting voters see them at work. 

Live radio broadcast began in 
1978. Microphones were allowed 
into the Commons only after the 
broadcasters promised not to 
allow parliamentary proceedings 
to be used in “light ent- 
ertainment” or satirical pro- 
grammes.. 

Yet even with that stricture, the 
standing of M.P.S has changed 
perceptibly since the broadcasts 
began. 

A parliamentary committee 
said last year that radio sometimes 
made the Commons sound “like a 
third-rate beer hall” and seriously 
damaged the standing and dignity 
of the House. 

Radio listeners who tune in to 
live broadcasts of the twice-, 
weekly session of prime ministers 
question time occasionally hear 
outbursts of rowdiness. 

Speakers, including Prime Min- 
ister Margaret Thatcher, som- 
etimes struggle to be heard above 


shouts of “rubbish" or “resign" m 
a din of heckling and cat-calls. 

Important points are sometimes 
lost to all but the most attentive of 
listeners in noisy exchanges del- 
ivered from the government or 
opposition benches — separated 
by a traditional two sword- 
lengths. 

On other occasions, the cha- 
mber seems like a place of almost 
monastic peace and solitude, with 
rows of vacant green leather ben- 
ches. ministers and other pro- 
minent MJ’.s lounging with their 
feet up. while others appear asl- 
eep. 

Opponents argue that television 
would destroy some of the mys- 
tique which still hangs about the 
House of Commons, once des- 
cribed as the best club in London. 

This atmosphere of intimacy is 
essential, they say. for free and 
unfettered debate. 

But Austin Mitchell, an opp- 
osition Labour M.P. who is a for- 
mer television presenter, believes 
television must come, if only to 
encourage M.P.s to attend Par- 
liament more often. 

“At the moment the chamber is 
dying on its feet, and this would 
increase attendances.” he said/ 


Western luxury goods available in Christmas-time Budapest

BUDAPEST — Hungarians with 
money to spend are buying their 
Christmas presents this year in 
shops selling luxury Western 
goods, and upmarket trade is thr- 
iving despite the communist cou- 
ntry's economic crisis. 

A new shop selling imported 
West German quality china has 
just opened in Budapest in time 
for the pre-Christmas rush. 

The city already boasts two 
other shops specialising in elegant 
Western goods — Pierre Cardin 
for French Fashions and Foto 
Quelle, a West German retailer of 
photographic equipment. 

What is unusual about these 
shops is that Hungarians, unlike 
their communist neighbours, do 
not have to spend hard Western 
currency. They can pay in the local 
forints — although a lot of forints 
can be involved. 

The China studio on Budapest! $ 
busy Kossuth Street, operated by 
the Hungarian chinaware ent- 
erprise Amfora. is doing a roaring 


trade with the capital's rich min- 
ority. 

Outside. less wealthy shoppers 
stare in disbelief at the price tags 
— 39.900 forints (SSR5 ) or eight 
times the average monthly wage 
for the 24-piece “comtesse” din- 
ner service by the West German 
firm of Hutschenreuther. 

“It’s mostly individual pieces 
that are going.” said a shop ass- 
istant who cams just over 3.000 
forints ($66) a month. 

“But one young couple of 
newly-weds came in and bought a 
whole service for 33,360 forints 
($7401. I just stood and ! stared.” 
she said. 

Amfora is importing the West 
German porcelain for marks, but 
it also exports Hungarian chi- 
naware to West Germany, and 
West German china makers are 
helping it. for instance by pro- 
viding display space in their own 
outlets,' Tamas Katz, general 
manager of Amfora, told Reuters. 

“There is now a certain stratum 
in Hungaiy which can afford to 
spend more on porcelain." he 
said. “We feel as an enterprise we 


should meet that demand.” 

His words sound strange in a 
country whose government has 
imposed austerity measures, and 
whose main domestic aim is to 
maintain rather than increase liv- 
ing standards. 

The government has cut back 
growth to concentrate on paying 
off Western debts of nearly $8 bil- 
lion. and this summer's' drought 
hit important agricultural exports. 

Private entrepreneurs 

But Mr. Katz was referring to 
the growing number of private 
entrepreneurs encouraged by 
Hungary’s economic reforms. 

Under laws introduced last 
year, workers in factories or off- 
ices can band together to form 
small cooperatives providing ser- 
vices in after-work hours from car 
repairs to computer pro- 
gramming. 

Planning officials estimate ar- 
least 50.000 people will be inv- 
olved in this kind of activity by the 
end of the year. 


Trade union or Communist 
Party representatives have no role 
in running small cooperatives, un- 
like normal state-owned ent- 
erprises. and members can devote 
themselves to making as much 
money as their initiative and cir- 
cumstances allow. 

Another path to riches int- 
roduced last year is the right to 
lease state-owned shops or res- 
taurants. although some ent- 
repreneurs miscalculated their 
bids and have gone bankrupt. 

Despite such teething pro- 
blems, the government is fol- 
lowing Western conservative gov- 
ernments and will raise income- 
tax thresholds next year to. inc- 
rease incentives for small ent- 
repreneurs. 

The law has long permitted pri- 
vate shopkeepers and craftsmen, 
and peasants on state and coo- 
perative farms have the right to 
cultivate lucratice private plots. 

But not aU Hungarians can take 
advantage of these opportunities 
and poverty remains a problem. 
Many people also grumble about 
the high cost of living. and rising 


prices. 

Officials say that adequate sup- 
plies of goods are better than low 
prices and nothing in the shops. 
The government has promised 
that supplies to the shops will be 
improved this winter, and the bus- 
tling crowds of Christmas sho- 
ppers and decorated stores are 
reminiscent of a Western city. 

Queues such as those in Poland.- 
Romania or the Soviet Union are- 
rare. But they form quickly when a 
state jeweller gets a new con- 
signment of gold or silverware or 
when a van selling delicious 
home-made bread puUs up at the 
roadside. 

And if those Hungarians who 
cannot afford West German por- 
celain go a couple of hundred met- 
res up the road they can buy china 
from two Hungarian craftsmen. 

These two would-be ent- 
repreneurs pitched a makeshift 
stall between a public lavatory 
which has been leased to a private 
operator and tbe shop where 
Cardin -designed fashi on^ made 
in Hungaiy. are sold. Their china 
mugs cost only 45 forints ($!).■
